And 
what can we conclude from the moft cul- 
parle and ridiculous temerity, with which 
every petty Country-barber prefumes to un 
dertake the treatment of Wenereal Patients, 

but that temerity and ‘blind prefumption 
always characterile the ignorant?

But tho’ the- multiplicity of books, on 
different fubjecis, are clear demontitrations 
of the limits of human knowledge, I can- 
not help acknowledging that we have many 
~ well wrote on Venereal Complaints. The 
one, for example, by Mr. Aftruc, which has 
met with general approbation, and gained ~ 
for its author the efteem of all nations 
famed for literature, who have vied with 
“each other in the tranflation of it into their 
refpective languages. This work, fo juftly

with it.. Iam forry I cannot fay fo much 
for the practical one, tho’ we need not. be 


ee OP irstited that this has not anfwered our ex- 
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pectations.. The difcuffion of, facts, the 
true criticifm of authors, and every other 
refult of erudition, require only knowledge 
and judgment; but neither natural talents 
joined to. great application, or even unlimit- 
ed experience, can ever enable an individual 
to publifh a. work thoroughly perfect on any 
one diforder. However great or extenfive 
the capacity and experience of the author 
may be, who treats,on medicinal and 
chirurgical fubjects, a vacuum will always 


be perceived, which. time, and the united. 


afliftance of the.mafters of the art alone, will 
be able to fillup. So very fertile is nature 
in daily finding out frefh evils to torment us 
with, that the moft exact and faithful account 


of them muft for ever want a fupplement. | 
I fhould.think myfelf very happy. to be able 


to add my mite to the ftock of knowledge 
which our anceftors have left us, on the fub- 


ject of Venereal.Complaints; and it is this _ 
motive only, which induced me to put 


pen to paper.. I do.not pretend here, to 


offer to the Public a compleat treatife on 


 thefe diforders ; books enough have been | 
written already upon that fubject: but, to 
conform:to my title, I fhall prefent them with 
many practical remarks and obfervations, 


both curious and interefting; all of them 


the fruit of my reflections and experience. —

dity, as.is the cafe in our days, treatifes on

The art of healing has no branch belong- 
ing to it of more confequence to mankind, 
than the proper treatment of Venereal Com- 
plaints. Other diforders attack, if I may fo 
. Speak, individuals only, but this makes every 


one tremble for the whole race; and I think 


. tis to this difeafe, among the many other 
~-caufes taken notice of by’ philofophers, the 
great decreafe and degradation of the human 
—4pecies may be attributed. It has often 
been a matter of difpute, whether Europe 


has gained, upon the whole, by the difcovery 


of America. Was there no other reafon to 
be of the negative fide of the queftion, I 
think the importation of the Venereal Com- 
plaint from thence, would be a fufficient 
ene, As this complaint then interefts in a

frictions, Every one knows that Mr, Van 
Swieten, an author of no lefs underftanding 
than real probity, has long recommended 
the ufe of the corrofive fublimate. The ex 
periments made in Italy, England, and Paris, 
feem to favour his opinion. But though 


great deference is certainly due to fo eminent 


a phyfician, I do not think thata wife and 
prudent. practitioner,, notwithftanding he 


may be biafled by a thoufand happy-expe-. 


ae at favour of this medicine, ought to 
be ima hurry to relinguifh ‘the ufe of fric- 
tions, which time and a multiplicity of cafes

A further proof of the excellence of this 
method of treatment, is the cure of above 
ten thoufand patients, during the fpace of 
eleven, years, under my infpection, in the 
Venereal Hofpital; without particularizing 


thofe I attended either at my own houfe, or

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in the town; out of which number I can’ 
fafely fay I never loft one by the mifappli- 
cation of mercurial fritions. May not we 
then be allowed to conclude, from fo many 
and fo fuccefsful experiments, that we have 

every thing to hope and nothing to fear from 

the ufe of fri€tions, when adminittered by an 

able hand? And fhould not we be very 

cautious how we adopt new fyftems, except’ 
we have all the reafon in. the world to think:

_  Amongft the various methods to be pur- 
_ fued before we apply mercurial frictions, one 
of the moft effentialis, to purge that mineraF 
from all heterogeneous particles : this is to be ’ 
done by wafhing it well'in commen water, 
and grinding it thoroughly in a proper mor- 
tar, Thus mercury is not only rectified, bue 
is even feen to float on that element; a pro- 
cefs formerly deemed impracticable, or at 
leaft known to-very few...

The neceffity of mercurial frictions once 
allowed, we fhall advance as a principle 
founded upon uncontrovertible experience, 
That the more mercury we rub in, with 
proper precautions, the more we may de- 
pend upon a cure, always taking care to 
avoid a falivation; which, by giving too 


foon a yent to the mercury operating grt | 
the 
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the vefiels, or by ftopping the courfe before 
the patient has been a fufficient time in ir, 
may make our endeavours for a cure, abor- 
tive. Now we mult fo manage and dimi-’ 
nifh the fri€tions, as to prevent the mouth 
from being affected. This method of treatment 
is at prefent known by the name of Extinéio. 
We owe it to Mr. Chycoineau, who died 
firft phyfician to the king, and gave the firit 
hints of it in a Thefis he defended in the 
Schools at Montpellier in #718. Had Mr, 
Chycoineau enriched the art of healing with 
this addition of knowledge only, he would 
deferve a very diftinguifhed rank in the an- 
nals of that fociety. This method of Ex- 
tinélio was violently oppofed, as may ea- 
fily be imagined, even in. the part of the 
world which at firft gave it birth; but the 
moft incredulous, convinced by_experience, 
firft began to defend it, and then exclufively 
to adopt it, From which era the veneral 
ufe of this method may be dated; no other 
doétrine was taught in the fchools. No- 
thing, E think, can fet the powers of pre- 
judice, and the difficulty with which man- 
kind emerges from a ftate of ignorance, in a 


ftronger light, than the oppofition which this | 


method even now meets with from fome phy- 


ficians of the capital, as well as from thofe _ 


of foreign countries. 
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The following ts my method of practice, 
which I have adopted in the Royal Venereal 
Hofpital of this town. Having learned from 
experience that. preparations for the remedy 
were as neceflary as the remedy itfelf, I make 
ita rule to order every venereal patient at 
leaft eighteen baths; to take morning and 
night, on coming out of the bath, cooling 
broths, and obferve ftri@ly the regimen [ 
prefcribe. After the. baths we come to ,the 
frictions, which.the patients adminifter to 

each other in the prefence of the furgeon of 
the ward: thefe I order only every other 
day, till they have been ufed thirteen, times, 
which are fufficient to cover the whole body, 
except the anterior parts of. the trunk. 
Should any. accidents fupervene during the 
treatment, as a tumefaction of the glands of 
the mouth and neighbouring parts, ulcera- 
tions of the tongue, gums, kernels. of the 
neck, palate, écc. fever, diarrhaea, or any 
fymptom of the kind, I order the patients 


to leave the friction room; fometimes I 


change their linnen, bleed, purge, or order 


them baths, as circumftances require; and, 
- when the form is abated, return to the former 
treatment. But fo great is our fkill in the 


management of venereal patients in our hof- 
pital, that we feldom fee any of the above 
accidents happen. This treatment is of 


equal advantage both to the king and pa-

th i method above defcribed-is fometimes 
to be varied, according to the cafes which 
eccur in. practice, as may be feen in the Ob- 
fervations. But the daily advantages we 


reap in the Royal Hofpital fince this method 


has been adopted, and the defire I have to 
preferve the life of the foldier, make me 
fincerely wifh, that fuch as have the power 
in their hands, would enforce it in all the 
military hofpitals. For it is very evident, 
that’ to the omiffion of baths we may attri- 
bute the many intervening accidents, and the 


want of fuccefgin thecure. Itis equal! y fo,. 


that only an illufory one is obtained in thofe 
hofpitals where no. more than four baths are 
prefcribed ; as it is likewife in fuch where 
the patients are fimply ordered mercurial 
pills, panaceas, fudorific ptifans, and other

tainty of fuch methods ; ; and I can venture

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In the courfe of my own practice I have 
made a particular remark, which indeed, 
probably, has likewife been made by others 3, 
which is, that as certain complaints are known 
to fhew themfelves at certain times of the 
year, fo we fometimes fee many foldiers come 
to our hofpital with the fame venereal fymp- 
toms, as chancres, bubos, phymofis, &c. 
For example, during the courfe of laft year 
we have healed a number of foldiers with 
various kinds of claps, efpecially fince the 
month of Auguft to the end of laft winter. 
This {pring many came with venereal bubos = 
though I was much furprifed at this, I was 
~ much more fo the 28th of October, on fee- 
ing ten or twelve foldiers come to our hof- 
pital, who had all phymofes or paraphy- 
mofes.

§ XH 


In the treatment of venereal complaints 
there is a point of the greateft importance, 
which often foils the practitioner; I mean 
the pronouncing the exiftence or non-exiftence 
of the venereal taint, in cafes where it does. 
not fhew itlelf externally. What is to be 
done in thefe circumftances, when it is 
equally dangerous to condemn or acquit thofe 
that afk our advice? To do this with fafety 
and without reproach, firlt, you muft weigh 

be ; yo P.  apatureby 
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maturely all preceding fymptoms ; fecondly, 
be well perfuaded that the venereal com- 
plaint is a real Proteus, which appears in 
various fhapes ; and, thirdly, utterly difcard 
the error generally adopted, that every kind 
of pox fhews itfelf by fome external fymp- 
toms, as chancres, bubos, claps, &c. By 
following thefe rules you will not only have 
a fafe and certain method of proceeding in 
the moft intricate cafes, but likewife fteer 
clear of errors; which are always productive 
of the moft fatal confequences. We hope 


to confirm the truth of what we have ad- | 


vanced by fome obfervations.

OBSERVATION I 


I Met, in the courfe of my practice, with a man 
who enjoyed a perfect ftate of health, and had 


-never been afflicted with a venereal complaint, tho’. 


he had frequently been in the way of infection : he 
at laft perceived an abfcefs on one of his buttocks, 
which was healed according to art in a fhort time. 
About a twelvemonth after, another came in the 
fame place, which was laid open two days after its 
appearance ; a finus was difcovered from it, which 


was likewife opened; as wasa fecond, third, and 


fourth, which appeared one after the other. All 
thefe finufles came in different dire€tions from the 
urethra and anus. A furgeon of reputation, who 
was fent for, promifed the patient a fpeedy cure, 


After attending him for fome time, he was not a. 


little furprized to fee a large quantity of purulene 
matter dilcharge itfelf from the anus: he thought 


it might be poflible to put a ftop to this by aftrin-.

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gent and corrofive injections; but in vain; the bad 
fymptoms daily encreafed, a flow fever came on, 
and the patient died confumptive. There is fuffi- 
cient reafon to conclude from hence, that bis death 
was caufed by a virus concealed in‘the blood, which: 
had before given rife to the different abfcefles. He 
frequently told me before his-death, that he had: 
often efcaped venereal complaints, when’his com- 
panions had been infected, It was tothbis falle 
fecurity we may properly attribute his death, as 
it prevented him from making ufe of the affift- 


ance of proper remedies.

1 Was fent for to a woman of this town who was. 
covered with puftules. and ulcers: one of the greateft 
men of the prefent age gave it as bis opinion, that 
they did not proceed from any venereal caufe.. 
After examining her, L begged to fpeak to her 
hufband, a ftrong, hale mah in appearance: he » 
owned to me, that hace the laft fifteen days, a 
bubo and chancre had made their appearance upon.

One would naturally have fuppofed, that the

fumptive. Notwithftanding he ftill refufed to fub-

I have known fome patients on whom the 
venereal virus made conficerable progrefs in 
a fhort time; and others again, who only 
felt its bad effects ten, twelve, fifteen, or 
twenty years after. ‘To what caule may we 
attribute its concealment in the one;and its — 
fudden appearance in the other? It is hard 
to fay. But as this difeafe may be often 
clearly afcertained, and often appears under 
the mafk of various other complaints, as is 
well known to many pradtitioners, who have 
carefully attended. to its different ftages, I 
wonder the Faculty do not more frequently 
prefcribe anti-venereal medicines, when they 
have tried others unfuccefsfully. Though I. 
do not pretend by this to lay down abfolute 
rules to direct practitioners in fo nice a point, 

1 only mean to awake the attention of thofe- 

who often think their patients ftand in no 
need of the great anti-venereal medicine, ar 
that very time when it ought to be ufedas 
the only effectual one. - a

Gonorrhzeas often prove ftumbling-blocks cas.

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perly the nature of the complaint. Ic is a 
general received opinion, that claps- unat- 
tended by any other venereal fymptom, and 
curable in three, four, or five weeks, are a 
fare indication of a non-exiftence of the pox. 
I muft beg leave to differ from the general 
Opinion; being thoroughly convinced, by 
-an infinite number of cafes, too prolix to be 
mentioned here, that any venereal com- 
- plaint, however flight, may lay the founda- 
tions of that terrible diforder; a doétrine I 
fincerely wifh was more generally received, 


as it would make the mafters of the art more 


circumfpect in prefcribing proper medicines. 
to combat that complaint ; which often, by 
a contrary treatment, baffles their fkill. 


§. XVIII. 


A divifion of venereal fymptoms into two 
claffes is very proper ; though it fhould not, 
upon the whole, make any material diffe- 


~ rence in the ceneral treatment. Itis certain 


that this complaint, when treated in its com- 
miencement, by having aéted lefs powerfully 


on the mafs of blood and lymph, requires 
Jefs preparations, and fewer frictions, than 


when it has laid dormant for fome time; 
but it is not lefs certain, that every veh eat

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Patients who have been tampered with, 
and not cured ; thofe who have a complica- 
tion of venereal complaints ; thofe of a deli- 
cate and puny difpofition, inclined to be 
heétic; thofe who have malignant ulcers on 
the palate and roof of the mouth ; pains 
and caries of the bones, exoftofes, &c. all 
fuch, I fay, require our particular attention, 
and a more extenfive and diverfified treat- 
Ment, according to the various fymptoms.

The following is the method we follow in 
the above delicate and alarming circum- 
ftances, which threaten immediate deftruc- 
tion to the patient, if not relieved, and that 
very quickly. After the general remedies, 
we order baths twice a-day; after the even- 
ing one, a mercurial friction; continuing them 
alternately, till we have checked the diforder 
and abated the fymptoms, which is generally 
in twelve or fifteen:days. . We then continue 
on the baths, omitting the fri€tions; when 
the patient has made ufe of the former about 
five-and-twenty, thirty, five-and-thirty, and 
fometimes forty times, we again order the. 
frictions, to the number of twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen, fifteen, more or lefs, according to 
circumitances. In cafe of exoftofes, I order 
gentle local friétions till they difappear, 
which does not indeed always happen; but

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‘ A Gentleman, belonging to a foreign court, had 
been afflicted in his younger days with many inve- 
-. terate venereal complaints, which had been treated: 
with palliative remedies only. A celebrated pro- 
feffor, to whom the gentleman applied during his. 
ftay in Holland, thought he could radically cure 
him by the ufe of fimple mercurial pills, panaceas, 
and other remedies of the kind ;- which ferved only 
-to render his fituation more deplorable. Another 
practitioner, by anodyne medicines, countetacted 
the bad effects of the above remedies. As the ve- 
nereal virus {till remained in the mafs of blood, 
bad fymptoms often appeared, and particularly a 
“timour in the year1758, which obliged the patient 
to undertake along journey, to put himfelf into. 
the hards of an able furgeon, who applicd: to the 
tumour (whith was fituated on the fuperior part of 
- the breaft, near the extremity of the clavicula,, 
which articulates with the aciimonium) plaifters 
which brought on a fuppuration. “The -matter 
forced a paffage {podtaneoufly, which was kept 
open with tents and doilils. A caries was ‘foon 
perceived ; many fplinters detached themfelves from | 
the. part of the clavicula’ néar the tumour; the 
wound cicatiized infenfibly ; and the patient re- 
turned home’ in a fhort time, free, tis true, from 
the tumour, but by no rneahs from the venereal

the nofe, diarrhzeas, puftules on the head and dif-

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&c. without mentioning a fcorbutic affeCtion joined 
to the other complaints. 

The patient, finding no benefit from the advice 
of different practitioners, determined. to go to 
Montpellier. He was obliged to perform this journey 
by fea, by which means, though he fet out in the 
end of April, he did not arrive in that town before 
the 12th of July. On the 13th he fent for me to. 
the inn; I found him very feverifh, in bed. On 
hearing the account of his various complaints, I 
advifed him to come to my houfe, to be under 
my eye. I own, I was very much alarmed for 
him, confidering how paleand emaciated he was. 

His pulfe not only indicated a fever, but he had 
conftantly one on him every third day, which re- 
duced him to the laft extremity. He felt excru- 
Clating pains in all his limbs, and the various 
pultules and exoftofes gave him no fmall uneafinefs. _ 
I advifed him to fend for a phyfician, which he - 
complied with after many entreaties, and cenfented 
to fee Mr. Haguenot three times, but would never. 
after either admit him or any-one elfe. 

W hen the fever was abated, | was much alarmed . 
by a violent bleeding at the nofe, though it was 
attended by no bad confequences. We ftopped it 
by the patient’s {nufing up a mixture of white. 
wine, the extract of Saturn, and vinegar, with a. 
little allum. ’Tis true, it returned four times in 
eight days, but was at laft entirely ftopped by the 
above application. 

But the intermittent fever was not fo eafily fub- 
dued; it continued to return, though we again 
{topped it. But this was followed by a more 
alarming accident than any of the former; I mean 
a diarrhea, which reduced the patient to the 
weakeit ftate imaginable. Seeing him in imminent. 
danger of death, and unwilling to be concerned ~ 
att + _folely 
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folely for him in fuch circumftances, I defired thofe 
he had had letters of recommendation to in the 
town, to endeavour to perfuade him to let more 
affiftance be called in; but all in vain: fo that [ 
was obliged to ufe my utmoft endeavours to ftop 
the’diarrbzea, which I at laft fucceeded in. 

I own, not one of the many thoufand venereal 
patients | had attended before, ever gave me half 
the uneafinefs this did. Reflecting on the proper 
methods to refcue him from the jaws of death, 
I concluded, that, if the original caufe of all thefe 
complaints could in fome meafure be removed, he 
might ftand a chance of efcaping. To effect which, 
I ordered him domeftic baths, into which he was 
put for a quarter of an hour at atime, which was 
as much as he could bear. He was. then rubbed 
with the mercurial ointment, not made by a third 
fo ftrong as ufual. By thus making ufe of baths 
and frictions alternatively, in fifteen days time he 
had taken fifteen baths, and had been anointed ten 
times. During the courfe of this treatment, I or- 
dered antifcorbutic bouillons, which fucceeded to 
my wifhes, calming the bad fymptoms, fheathing 
the acrimony of the virus, and thus allowing us 
to purfue the ordinary methods of cure. 

- After the ten frictions, which had proved fo ad- . 
vantageous, I purged my patient with manna, ftill 
continuing on the ufe of the baths, which he had 
‘now ftrength enough to bear twice a day for three 
quarters of an hour atatime, and fometimes even 
an hour. IJ brought him by degrees to white meats ; 
and as foon as he had taken a fufficient number of 
-baths, which I believe amounted to five-and-forty, 
T again ordered him fifteen fri@ions more, which 


he likewife took in about five-and-forty days more, © : 


as they continued to agree with him. — He has re- 
covered his {trength and natural looks ; the puftules, 
pains, and exoftofes, have difappeared 5 and he ac- 
tually 
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tually enjoys tolerable health, to the no {mall furs 
prize of thefe who faw him in the above deplorable

I hope the.reader has ‘taken notice, from 
the above account, how circumfpec&t I was 
forced to be in my proceedings, and parti- ~ 
cularly attentive to every little change in my » 


_ patient, to bring the complaint to fo happy 


a period, Every-one who thinks ingenuoufly, 
muft own, that this could by no means have | 
been accomplifhed by the ordinary methods 
of proceeding ; which, indeed, in all pro- 
bability would have proved deftruive, as 
well in this cafe as in many others nearly 
parallel toit. *Tis to the ten flight frictions, 


adminiftered according to Mr. Haguenot’s 


method, we muft attribute the favourable 
turn of the diforder; and we mult at the 
fame time allow this difcovery to be of that 
importance to the Faculty, as to merit the 
particular attention of every practitioner : 


- Nor can it ever be made.ufe of with greater 


probability of fuccefs, than when the mouth 
is attacked with malignant ulcers, which ge- 
nerally prove very dangerous, if their ‘acri- 
mony is not fheathed in their commence- 
ment. I fhall only trouble the reader with 
two Obfervations on this inbiett though T 
could produce many. : | 

. . §. XXV. 
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A woman in my neighbourhood had fo violent 
a cough, that an eminent phyfician: gave it as his 
‘opinion fhe muft inevitably go into\a confumption, 
‘Though this ‘was prevented by a milk: diet, foon 
after fhe came to confult me about an ulcer which 
had feized the palate and roof of the mouth. The_ 
progrefs of this ulcer was.fo rapid, that I ordered 
her both baths and frictions that very day. She at 
the fame time made ufe of a gargarifm of the ve- . 
-geto-mineral water. ‘The pargarifms, and the ufe 
of the baths and frictions, alternatively, ftopped 
the progrefs of the ulcer in four-and-twenty hours. 
The woman, by purfuing the ordinary methods, 
was perfedtly cured. But what is very remarkable 
in this cafe is, that being very poor, fhe was obliged 
to follow her ufual vocations, fuch as poing to 
market, drawing water, &c. It is no lefs remark- 
able, that the hufband is perfectly well, and -free 
from any venereal fymptom, though he continued 
to have commerce with his wife.

OBSERVATION VY. 


One Mr. Turin was treated at Lyons for a ve- 
nereal complaint, which they aflured him was cured, 
Upon the ftrength of this he returned home; but — 
foon after, ulcers appearing on the palate and roof 
of the mouth, he was obliged tocome, without lofs 
of time, to Montpellier. ‘To remedy the evil, I or- 

-Gered him baths and fritions alter atively ; which 
fucceeded to our wifhes. I then followed the ge- 
heral method, and the patient was foon cured. - © 
So oe VIE 
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The three preceding Obfervations, to which 
I could add many more, ferve to illuftrate 
the good effects of the method of Extinéfio 
in general, and that of Mr. Haguenot in 
particular. I fhall here make fome few re- 
marks on the danger and inutility of faliva- 
tion, though looked upon by many practi- 
tioners (notwith{tanding the many proofs to 
the contrary) as abfolutely neceffary for the 
radical.cure of. venereal complaints. I can 
fafely callthe above experiments a clear de- 
-‘monftration of the validity of my arguments, 
and own I am much furprized, as I look 
upon them to be unanfwerable, that they have 
not made more profelytes. Can any-one con- 
ceive, that for forty years paft the different 
practitioners of Montpellier fhould be fo 
unanimous in approving of a method faulty 
and unwarrantable in itfelf, and {till continue 
init? This appears to me a paradox; and 
I have fo good an opinion of the under- 
ftanding of mankind in general, as to think, 
that they will fome time hence be afhamed 
of not having adopted long ago the method 
of Extinéiio as well as that of inoculation, 
for the cure of a diforder no lefs alarming 
_ than the venereal one. 


§. XXVILL 
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Salivation is not only frequently unnecef- 
fary, but even prejudicial in many. cafes, 
efpecially if carried to too great lengths, I 
own, that many celebrated practitioners, 
amongt{t the reft Mr. Petit, have diminifhed 
with fome. degree of fuccefs the ufual danger 
attending it; but would not they have done 
better to have entirely laid it afide, as I 
think we reafonably ought to do, its inutility 
being fufficiently verified by the difcharge 
from the falival glands? Among the va- 
rious proofs I could bring of the bad effects 
of falivation, I fhall only take notice here 
of thofe poxes which have taken root, if I 
may fo fpeak, in the conftitution, and lodged 
their virus in the marrow of the bones 
themfelves. Such kinds have frequently 
baffled mercurial frictions; and Boerhaave 
himfelf is of opinion, that they can be cured 
Only by Hutten’s method, which confifts in: 
draining from the body all the animal oil,’ 
which this great man looks upon to be the 
_ feat of the diforder, by means of fumigations 
with fpirits of wine, a ftridt regimen, dry 
food, without the leaft fat, and the conti- 
nual ufe of fudorific drinks, as the decoétion 
of gualacum, &c.* But not to have recourfe 
to a remedy whofe operation would be too |

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violent for moft Seton we may fafely 
fay, that mercurial frictions have often failed 
on the like occafions, by not having been 
eradually adminiltered, and particularly by. 
the too great pronenels of the practitioner 
to encourage a falivation. Nothing can fo 
effectually ‘eradicate an inveterate pox, efpe- 
cially of a long ftanding, as introducing a 
Jarge quantity oF mercury into the corporeal 
iy{tem, and there letting it remain for fome 
time, as it were fixed. Now this can be 
Hipate about only by happily uniting the 
general fyftem of ewxtimézio, and that of 
Mr. Haguenot in particular, when found ne- 
ceflary. ‘Ihe account of the foreigner which 
we have jult given, is a flrong proof of what 
we have reafon to expect from a coalition of 
-the two fyftems, even in moft defperate cafes, _ 
Of what ufe would Mr. Hutten’s method 
have been to him in his fituation? Even 
if we allow it infallible, (which indeed we 
have reafon to doubt) * the low and hectic 
frate to which he was reduced muft have for- 
bid ics ufe, not only in his regard, but like- 
wife 10 regard of many others in the fame 
deplorable condition.

’ 7 now return to falivation. Mr. Fabre, 
who, as well as Mr. Petit, is its partifan, 
and who has juft publifned an Effay on.

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nereal Complaints, in which he illuftrates 
Mr. Petit’s (his mafter’s) method, brings an 
argument, nut apparently void of folidicy, 
to confirm the do¢trine of falivation. He- 
looks upon the flux from the falival glands 
as a critical difcharge of mature, which 
chufes to evacuate the venereal virus by thofe 
parts, and confequently that it ought to be 
encouraged}. But this is a fuppofition by 
no means juftified by experiments, and mutt 
appear of very little weight to any-one who 
will attend a little to Mr. Fabre’s argumen- 
tation. Fie means, and actually muft mean, 
by the word Crifis, thofe evacuations which 
Nature gives rife to, to deliver herfelf from 
any morbific caufe. Now, does any -one 
know an inftance of .a pox, left to itfelf, 
cured by falivation only, though we know 
many of other alarming complaints to go 
off fuddenly by a diarrhea, hemorrhages, 
a f{weat, &c, without the adminiftration of 
any medicine to produce either? It is there- ' 
fore evident, that to look upon the difcharge 
by the falival glands as a critical evacuation, 
and to eftablifh upon this fuppofition a fyf- 
tem of treating venereal complaints, is to 
reafon upon a wrong principle, and build 
upon a bad foundation. This I mean to 
fay without prejudicing Mr. Fabre’s work, 
full, in other refpects, of ufeful and inte- 
refting anecdotes. 7;

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This fame gentleman complains, that the 
partifans of the method of treating the ve- 
nereal difeafe by extinéfio have drawn a hi- 
deous picture of falivation-f. It is not, at. 
all improbable, but their defcriptions have 
been exaggerated ; but the ideas he himfelf 
gives us of it are fufficient to induce us to 
Jook upon that operation as very difagree- 
able and difgufting. To prove this, I refer 
the reader to the fifth chapter of the fecond. 
book of the Author. I fhall only remark. 


here, that, according to Mr. Fabre’s own 


account, when a falivation is once brought 
on, it is abfolutely neceflary to wake the 
patient every hour, left he fhould be fuffo-. 
cated*. ,

* During the falivation, a tumefadtion of the tongue,

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Though I am no friend to falivation, I 
fhall ‘not here draw the picture of it, as I 
neither mean to be looked upon to exag- 
gerate, or to ftart a fubject afrefh which has 
already been fufficiently hackneyed. But I 
mutt beg leave to make two remarks on the 
fubject, the one no lefs curious than the 
Other is important. The firit regards a tem- 
porary diminution of the fenfe of hearing 
‘(not, I believe, hitherto taken notice of by 
any author, though frequently obferved in 
the Royal Hofpital) of foch patients whole 
‘mouths had been-affected by mercury. . } 

It is very probable, that the ftate of the 
‘phlogofa, and‘ tumefaction of the internal — 
parts of the mouth in general, had ftopped 
up for a time Euftacius’s tube, and given 
rife to this paffing complaint, which difap- 
pears as the inflammation diminifhes. From 
this obfervation we may conclude, that Eu- 
ftacius’s tube contributes in fome meafure.

The venereal complaint is never more 
dificule to treat, than when attended by 
the king’s-evil or feurvy. The greateft 
practitioners, in thefe circumftances, are of- 
ten dtibious what method to follow, as the

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‘greateft attention is neceffary. In fact, we 
are well convinced, that there is no (pecific 
remedy for the venereal complaint but mer- 
curial frictions 3 and “tis equally demon- 
ftrated by experiments made at Montpellier, 
that thefe very frictions, by no’means agree 
with the king’s evil. Eitherto. practitioners 
have ,eadeavoured, by extraordinary. pre- 
ceding preparations, to remedy the bad ef- 
fects of mercury, fuch as domeftic baths, 
alterative broths, milk, éc. but, fome re- 
cent obfervations, publifhed by Mr. Bordeu 
in an Effay on the King’s-evil, to be found 
inithe third volume of Prizes of the Royal 
Academy of Surgery, give us reafon to 
hope, that by joining the ufe of Barege 
waters to mercurial frictions, we may with 
more certainty deftroy the venereal virus 
when complicated with the evil. But as all 
patients have it not in their power to refort 
to the fpring itfelf, it is to be wifhed that 
experiments were made, . whether thefe wa- 
ters would not be equally as efficacious 
when made ufe of at.adiftance; orwhether . 
the fame effect might not be produced by 
other mineral waters, or artificial ones. I 
think this a point of the greateft importance, 
and that thefe experiments fhould by no 
means be neglected. In fine, the admirable 
effects we have feen produced by the vegeto-

A complication of the feurvy with the 
venereal complaint is ftill more alarming ;

the blood in motion, and difpofes it to pu- 
trefaction, which is demonftrable by the fe- 


tid falivations of pocky patients; and the

Kathie makes mention of four hun- 


dred afflicted with the fcurvy, who died in 


a miferable way by the-ufe of mercury f+. 
The fame author, having confulted the col- 
lege of phyficians at Vienna on a proper 


_ method to put a ftop to an inveterate feurvy 


which made terrible havoc in the Imperial 
army in Hungary, received for anfwer, that 
thofe who recommended a mercurial fali- 
vation for the cure of the feurvy, deferved 
rather the appellation of enemies to man- 
kind than that of phyficians ¢. Dr. Grain- 


ger has publifhed an obfervation, which fets

A Soldier, afflicted with both a fcorbutic and 
venereal diforder, was anointed one night with a 
fingle drachm of mercury. I found him the next 
morning tn a confirmed falivation, which continued 
to encreafe to the tenth day. ‘The interior part 
of his mouth, his lips, and cheeks, became then 
of a monftrous fize ; a cadaverous {tench was ex~ 
haled from his mouth ; he fpit up daily a quantity 
of corrupted blood, with pieces of his gums ; al- 
moft all his teeth fell out, and ’tis very remarkable, 
they were ‘coniiderably larger than. common; his 
urine was very offenfive, thick, and almoft black ; 
he had frequent fainting fits;-in a word, he was. 
reduced fo low, that it was with grest difficulty he 
efcaped with his life, and was for three months. 
incapable of doing any duty *. 


§. XXXVIL 
OBSERVATION VIII. 
Between five and fix years aco,.two foldiers came 
to the Royal Hofpital with f{corbutic complaints. 
As all the wards were full, we were obliged to

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put them into the one deftined for venereal pa- 
tients, where the general preparatory remedies 
were prefcribed them. But inftead of any abate-

of them died of a gangrene, which no art could 
ftop the progrefs of, and. the other efcaped with 
great difficulty. This obfervation’ is more re- 
markable than that made by Dr. Grainger ;_ 
for without mentioning that one of his~ patients 
elcaped, and one of ours died a miferable death, 
ours helps to fhew, that the bad effects of mer- 
cury were owing to the atoms of that mineral,

From thefe obfervations we may conclude 
how very improper a falivation muft be in 
parallel cafes.

As mercury is, by the preceding re- 
marks, proved to be fo great an enemy to 
the fcurvy, it is to be wifhed that fome 
other remedy might~be fubftituted in the 
room of frictions, to eradicate the venereal 
complaint when joined with the fcurvy: 
But hitherto authors, who have treated this 
fabject, give us very little encouragement 
on that head. This important point is by 
no means thoroughly difcufled by the great 
Aftruc, who has wrote a volumitious trea- 

tife on venereal complaints; nor has Mr. 
~ Lind touched upon it, though he has given | 
us a learned differtation on the feurvy. One 
would naturally in thefe circumftances be 
induced to think, that Mr. Van Swieten’s — 
method might be very happily adapted. As ° 
the quantity of mercury introduced into the 
habit by, this method is very inconfiderable, 
not exceeding a few grains, he has reafon to 
think that it would be freed from the common 
objections to mercurial frictions ; at the fame 
time it will be highly neceffary to prefcribe

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the general antifcorbutic remedies, on which 
confult Mr. Lind’s excellent treatife. If the 
patient fhould have a particular averfion to 
the ufe of corrofive fublimate, and the cafe 
not defperate, he might be allowed to take

tions, we often prefcribe to patients in our hofpitals 
mercarial frictions, when the venereal and {corbutic 
complaint is joined together, without any bad con- 
fequences refulting from them: but ’tis very proper, 
as often as we can conveniently do it, not to let thefe 
patients remain in the fame room with the. common 
venereal ones,

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rooms, to put thofe patients who are actually 
taking the frictions with fuch as are only 
preparing for them, we often fee, with no 
{mall degree of aftonifhment, the latter be- 
gin to falivate without any friction at all. 
This, I think, ferves to prove, that mercury 
may be introduced into the blood .by other 
means than by frictions. Is it by means of 
the lungs with the air we breathe, that of 
the chyle, or by the habit of body, that ic 
is thus introduced ° 


§. XLI. 


Mr. Petit made a remark on this fubject 
not unworthy our attention. He often faid *, 
that in the hofpitals appropriated for venereal 
complaints, it was not poflible to afcertain 
precifely the quantity of mercury each one 
ought to receive according to his conftitu- 
tion; for by the atmofphere of the room 
being impregnated with mercurial particles, 
the delicate and reduced patients, befides 
the particular dofe of mercury adminiftered 
to them, received their fhare of that in the 
air;and thus by having more introduced into 
the mafs of blood than their conftitutions 
can bear, often die, after being tormented 
with fevers, convulfions, and extraordinary 
tumefactions of the head. From whence

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he concludes, that in thefe hofpitals the pa- 
tients fhould be kept feparate, or at leaft 
that only very few fhould be put together 
into a large room, and that the windows 
fhould be frequently open to admit the ex- 
ternal air*. No one, ‘to our knowledge, 
ever died in our hofpital of the above ac- 
cidents, except the fcorbutic patient we men- 
tioned above; though we acknowledge Mr, - 
Petit’s obfervation to be a very juft one, and 


in every refpect worthy of attention.

One we mean to mention here, is a 
 difcharge of a yellowifh, greenifh matter, 
- or of fome other colour, which flows from 
_ the penis, in confequence of a connection 
with an infected perfon. The patient perceives 
a great heat when he makes water; which 
‘has occafioned this complaint to be called 
‘a chaude-pife. -This difeafe, according to 
Brafiavole, Doctor at Ferrara, made its ap- 
‘pearance about forty years after venereal 
_complaints in Evrope, and is now become 
the moft general venereal fymptom.

Different parts of the body may be fub. 
ject to a gonorrhea, as the proftate glands, 
feminal vefiels, Cowper’s glands, Littre’s 
gland, and, in general, all the fecretory or- 
gans which fupply the interior part of the 
urethra with any kind of fluid..

The bounds I prefcribed myfelf in the 


beginning, not permitting me to enter into 
any further difcuffions, I fhall proceed im- 
mediately to the treatment I adopt for the - 
cure of. gonorrhaeas, and which I make ufe 
of in the venereal hofpital at Montpellier. 
Firft we bleed the patients; immediately 
after. we give them a purge, except the in- 
flammation and other fymptoms forbid it, 
After this, we order them ten or twelve, 
and fometimes more, baths. During this, 
we allow the patients the ufe of ptifan 
only for their liquor, and we put them under 
a proper regimen.as to their diet. After 
the ufe of the baths, we bleed and purge 
them again, and adminifter the mercurial 
frictions every other day, till they have 
taken eight, beginning from the waift down- 
wards, four of each fide. If the clap has 
affected the fcrotum, we encreafe the num- 
ber of frictions ; but if the gonorrhea di- 
minifhes, as is frequently the cafe, by the 
ufe of the baths, a proper diet, and cooling 
broths, and that it is not of the complicated

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any other venerealofymptom, we feldom ad- 
minifter above four or five frictions. .

When the inflammation and irritation of 
the parts affected are confiderable, we order 
the patient to drink frequently prifan made

Some years ago a foldier, exhaufted with fa- 
tigue, laid himfelf down upon the ground, where. 
he flept for fome time. On waking, he was much 
furprized to find his fcrotum and penis contiderably 
{welled, and much inflamed. I concluded he had 
been flung by fome infect. He was brought to our 
hofpital, and foon cured by bleeding, and the ap- 
plication of the vegeto-miueral water. :

It frequently happens, in virulent gonor- 
rheas, that a-clap fallen into the f{crotum, 
is miftaken for that complaint. Not to ex- 
ceed the bounds I prefcribed myfelf in the | 
beginning, I fhall not particularize the va- 
rious caules that give rife to the miftake. 
But I can’t help remarking on the fubjed, 
how much the ule of emoliients is abufed 

in thefe circumftances. Though they. are 
- generally had recourfe to, this method of 
practice, according to my opinion, is at- 
tended frequently with oreat inconvenience ; 
for the degree of relaxation they bring on 
_ upon the veffels of the teftes and epidydimis,

tion. At other times, when that does not 
take place, by the part affected not being 
able to get rid of the weight of humours 
flowing to it, thefe humours lofe their flui- 
dity, and become fixed ;and theteltes, though 
- more frequently the epidydimis, become 
ichirrhous, which fometimes caufes the lofs 
_ of the organ, and death of the patient ;: ef 
pecially if the tumour becomes cancerous *, 
or, by the hardnefs -encreafing along the 
fpermatic chord, caftration is not to be ef- 
fected. Not long ago, there was a cafe of 
this kind in St. Elias’s hofpital. A foldier 
came there from Mahon for advice. A ge- 
neral confultation was called of the Faculty. 
As the fchirrhous hardnefs extended confi- 
-derably beyond the chord of the veffels, the 
operation was deemed impracticable. The 
patient, who was very delirous of having it 
erformed, left the hofpital with a heavy 
Heart! and in all probability did not long 
Jurvive. Another accident attends likewife 
the ufe of emollients, lefs dangerous indeed 
in its confequences, though ftill to be 
dreaded : I mean the varicocelle, which con-

fifts, 
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~fifts, as is well known, in a varicous dila- 
tation of the veffels of the epiiydimis.. Our 
remedy never occafions the like complaints. 
This, I think, will be fuficiently proved by 
experiments made for twelve years fuccef- 
fively on thoufands of patients, as well as 
by the practice of many furgeons of the 
hofpital, who have found their account in 
laying afide emollients, and fubftituting in’ 
their place the vegeto- mineral water, either 
in a cataplafm or fomentation. Our medi- 
cine not only exempts patients from the in- 
conveniences attending the ule of emollients, 
but, I can venture to affirm, daily performs 
wonders in difperfing thole inflammatory 
tumours which are caufed by claps falling 
into the fcrotum, anddeftroys {chirrhousones, 
the confequence of fuch {wellings. Was I 
to give a particular detail of the above cafes 
I have obferved, and others of the Faculty, 
in the hofpical at Montpellier, I fhould have 
fufficient matter for a volume; but as I in- 
tend to bring this into as {mall a compafs 
as poflible, 1 fall only particularize fome 
of the cafes, and then lay before the reader 
two Obfervations, both of which deferve 
confideration and attention, but particularly 
the laft.

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One Montplaifir, of the battalion of Provence, 
came to the hofpital with one tefticle, and the 
{permatic chord of a confiderable fize and hard-- 
nefs, The difeafe originally proceeded from a_ 
{mall fchirrhous tubercle, about the fize of a pea, 
in confequence of a clap fallen into the fcrotum. 
In fifteen days time, by wafhing the parts affected 
with the vegeto-mineral water, and applying it 
by means of comprefies, after the bath, he was 
cured. 

“One Sans-Quartier, of the battalion of Bawsey 
en Berri, had a fchirrhous hardnefs on one tefticle, 
which had reached the chord, in confequence of a 
clap fallen into the ferotum. By the continuation 
ofvour cataplafm for a month fucceflively, the 
hardnefs was difperfed, and the patient perfectly 
cured. 

Beau-Sejour, of the battalion of Provence, was 
in the fame-plight, and cured in the fame manner. 
We have -at this prefent time two loldierss who 
had each atefticle, and the chord of the {permatic 
veflels very hard, and of a confiderable fize. Our 
cataplafms brought the parts down to their natural 
fize, or very near; which Mr. Paul, Student of 
Phyfic, will vouch for, who eathingd them. We 
will now proceed to the two cures we mentioned 
above.

About fifteen years ago Mr. Hernft, a Swifs 
officer, came from Berne to Montpellier, to get 
relieved from a hydro-fareocelle, which was fo 
large that he was always obliged to keep his coat 
. buttoned 
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buttoned to conceal it. The patient had a letter 
of recommendation to me; but a phylician of 
eminence, whom he fent for before he did me, 
perfuaded him to put himfelf under the care of a 
noted furgeon of this town. As his cafe required 
mercury, they proceeded, no doubt, withall the 
precautions neceffary on the occafion, which was 
_ fo much the more critical, as the patient was much 
reduced, and had frequent attacks of a fever. The 
remedy, to all appearance, deftroyed the venereal 
virus; but the {welling of the tefticle fill remained, 
--which was not at all furprifing. “Phe furgeon, 
imagining probably the cafe above his fkill, would 
not undertake it. he patient left his; houfe, and 
remained a whole year at. Montpellier, where he 
_confulted many of the Faculty. He went to Lunel- 
Ja-Ville, to take the advice of an eminent furgeon ; 
but the general opinion was, that the operation 
was impracticable. I was confulted at laft. The 
patient affured me, he was very forry he had not 
done it long before. I faid what I could to con- 
fole him in his fituation, and proceeded to the exa- 
mination of his complaint. J found the? {welling 
of an enormous ‘fize. Perceiving it contained a 
liquid, I determined, to. make-a pundture on the 
moft depending :part. I extraéted near two pounds 
of a reddith liquor. I then raifed it with one hand, 
and with the other examitied tiie {tate of the fper- 


matic veflels, which I found -fwelled, though nét. 


fchirrhous, and affured thé patient the operation 
might be performed. Rejoiced at the encourage- 
ment I gave him, he afked me if I was willing to 
undertake it, I told him I.was, provided a conful- 
tation was previoufly called. It was accordingly 
fixed for the next day, when Mr. Montagne, a 
-phyfician in great repute, and Mr. Baranci, a fur- 
geon of eminence, attended. As foon as we were 
all aflembled, the patient declared he chofe to have 

D 3 the 
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the operation performed, though his life fhould be 
in danger by it. Accordingly it was performed 
foon after. Having laid open and diffeMted the tu- 
mour, | detached it entirely from the neighbouring 
parts and fpermatic veffels, which I did not tie up, 
but contented myfelf with covering them with dry 
lint, compreffes, and a proper bandage, which was 
fupported by two afliftants, who relieved each other 
every two hours. ‘The whole was kept conftantly 
wetted with the vegeto-mineral water... On the 
third day we took off the upper bandages, and on 
the fifth the remainder fell off. ‘The only incon- 
venience attending the operation was a tumefac- 
tion of the fpermatic veflels, which was remedied 
in two or three days; and in five weeks the patient 
was peifecty cured, : 3

REFLECTION. 


Te is to be here remarked, that if the 
chord of the fpermatie veffels had been {chir- 
rhous, I would by no means have undertaken 
the operation. I lkewife thought proper 
not to make any ligature of the fpermatic 
vefiels, being well convinced, that the confe- 
quences of Caftration are often fatal on that 
account. And I own I can’t help being much 
furprized to find, that almoft all the books: 
written on chirurgical operations, fhould 
recommend the tying up of the fpermatic 
chord as efientially neceffary for performing 
the operation of caftration ; at the fame time 
that it is evident, shat the minutenefs 

. : rue 
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the veffels which furnifh blood, and the 
happy point of fupport furnifhed by the os 
pubis, are fufficient reafons to fecure us 
againft a hemorrhage. In fine, by not 
making ufe, of a ligature, we not .only fe- 
cure the patient from the danger which 
might follow, but we likewife free him from 
the pain infeparable from it, and avoid cut- 
ting one of the pillars of the ring, which 
fometimes we can’t avoid *.

‘Though the fol'owing obfervation is _ra- 
ther foreign from our fubject, as the cafe is 
not a venereal one, I thought that its par- 
ticularity, and the advantages which may

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OBSERVATION Xk 
Fo On a Sarco-Varicocelle, 


Inthe month of September,: 1734, I went ac- 
cidentally to London, a villagé about four miles 
diftant from Mentpellier. . One Ricombe, an in- 
habitant of the place, defired I would examinea 
complaint he had been afflicted with for fome years. 
It was a farco-varicecelle. The veflels, by being 
very much diftended, had burft in the fcrotum, 
which had brought fo confiderable a tumefaction 
on the parts, that the’ {¢rotum came down to the 
knees; and inftead of breeches, he was obliged 
to make ufe. of a petticoat. I was much furprized 
at the fize of the fcrotum, which put me in mind 
of Maljabou, of whom Dionis gives an account in 
his book of Operations. * I examined my patient 
very attentively, and found that he had been-im- 
pofed upon by Being told he had a ruptures. Being 


well convinced, from the confiderable tenfion and 


inequality of the part, that there was a collection 


_ of liquid in the {crotum, occafioned by fome com- 
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plaint in the téfficle or fpermatic veffels,- which 
appeared very much {welled and hard, | determined 

to make a punGiure in a proper place; and Twas © 
not a little furprized, I own, to fee.a difcharge of 
‘three parts blood, of a florid colour, very near of 
the confitence of wine leés*,, The quantity of

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liquor that difcharged itfelf in about half an hour, 
weighed, I believe, about fix pounds, without any 
diminution of the fize of the fcrotum. Perceiving 
no more run off, I drew out the canula.. The pa- 
tient found himfelf much relieved. I ordered himto 
obferve a fri&t regimen, not to fatigue him/eif, and 
to keep the part well fomented with a decoction of 
aromatic plants in'wine. I -kept the ferotum fup- 
ported with a proper bandage, which came round 
the body and over the fhoulders. After the opera- 
tions the patient for two months continued better ; 
but endeavouring one day to lift a fack of corn, 
he felt confiderable pain near the upper part of his 
right thigh, and a great weight in the fcrotum. 
He fent for me immediately. J made a puncture 
very near the fame place; and as there came but 
three or four pounds of the -fame-coloured liquor 
as in the firft operation, 1 was determined to leave 
the canula remaining till next morning. Finding | 
the quantity during the night confiderably encreafed, 
L left the canula itill remaining in. I defired him 
not to take it out without letting me know, and 
let me hear from himin-eizht days. Accordingly 
I was informed, that there had been a prodigious

celle, I-perceived, that after the value of a glafs and 
a half of water was come away, fome blood caine 
through the canula,: It.was of a florid colour, as it 
came from fome vefiel cpened by the inftrument.—

difcharge of fetid matter, of a much greater con-- 
fifttency than the former; it was likewife full of. 
{mall grains, like thofe of oats. I thought it ad- 
vifeable to leave the canula ftill remaining ; eight.

was difcharged, of a more fetid kind, and the 
{crotum vifibly diminifhed. As the difcharge con- 
tinued for two months, ‘tis furprizing to tell what. 
a quantity of matter was difcharged through the 
canula ; but perceiving the fcrotum was reduced 
' to near its natural fize, they thought proper to: 
draw away the inflrument. A fiftulous aperture 
remained, through which for fifteen or twenty days. 
came a large difcharge. It then healed up, and _ 
the patient at this time enjoys a good. ftate of 
health. .

The cure I have juft mentioned was per- 
formed about five-and-twenty years ago, 
and. I believe is without example in its kind. 
It is well known by many of the Faculty ; 
and fhould any-one doubt the authenticity of 
it, the fact might be eafily afeertained, as I 
have named the patient, and his place of 
abode. Upon the whole, it is my opinion, 
that the decreafe of the large tumour, and 
compleating of the cure, are entirely owing. 
to the putrefaction brought on by the intro- 
duétion of the air from the inferted canula. 
‘When I performed the operation, I had no ~ 

yeafon to expect fo radical a cure; I only 
Higa upon it as a means to give the pa- 
a 7 ie ka Wer tient 
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tient fome eafe in a complaint otherwife in- 
curable; fo that the fucceis has far furpaffed 
“my expectation. It is thus that Nature, — 
dlways attentive to its own prefervation, 
caufes fuch complaints fometimes to become 
falutary, which were looked upon to be moft 
fatal to it. ~ I will leave the mafters of the 
art to determine, whether great advantages 
may not be occafionally drawn from putre- 
faction, and how far we may rely upon it 
for a cure. “It is a difficult problem, which 
I fhall leave them to folve, and return to 
my fubject.

I fhall terminate this chapter with faying 

a word on habitual gonorrheas.. Jt-is well 
known, that thefe complaints often baffle. the 
fkill of practitioners, to the no {mall mors 
tification of them and their patients. The 
advantage accruing from the ufe of my me: 

- dicated candles, to combat fo. obftinate, and 
oftenfodangerous a complaint, ought tomake 
them be looked upon as preat acquilitions 
to the healing art. The anxiety of the pub- 
lic to know their compofition, the penfion 
his Majefty fettled upon me on my divulging 
it, and the confidence which has always been 
placed j in them, I hope, will plead my ex- 
cufe, if in their publication I fhould infringe 
the bounds of ¢ ‘decency. I can’s help thinic:

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has fuffered from i ic; but I have Ae tures 
faétion to think I have fulfilled the duties of 
a good citizen, and a well-wifher to man- 
kind. Pity itis that Mr. Daran has not been 
equal-y difinterefted on the fame eoccafion ; 
but he has chofen to keep the compofition of 
his ftill a fecret from the public. _ 
Experience fhews, that venereal difcharges 
don’t meh yield to medicines, however 
properly adminiftered. Patients are often 
expofed, after the -moft regular treatment, 
to an involuntary emiffion of the feminal 
Jiquor, which no art can, put a ftop to. — 
This is what we call an habitual gonorrhzxa, 
Mr. Aftruc divides it into two kinds; in one 
the difcharge is continual, which no regimen 
‘ean check ; in the other the difcharge is only 
temporary, asin time of erection, when the 
body is bound, at which time. the refervoirs 
of this liquor fuffer a a great degree of com- 
preffion. Each of. thefe;complaints hasa 
different fource. - The firft- feems ‘to proceed 
from the openings of;the,execretory ducts, 
which are confiderably, enlarged by the virus - 
having deflroyed their borders... ‘The fe- 
cond proceeds from .the elafticity being de- - 
ftroyed, dota: of the fibres which compote * 
the fides of the feminal vefels,. and of 
thofe which ‘farroudd. them. ..Mr, Daran 
has taken a great deal of pains to Page 
@ 
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the laft not to be the caufe of habitual 
Gonorrhzas; which he afcribes folely to 
one or more ulcers, not properly healed; 
but the arguments he brings, do not ap- 
pear quite iatisfactory. He pretends, that 
the diforder of the Urethra here meant, | 
has been attributed only to a relaxation of 
the veflels, becaufe the general fuccefs of the 
ufual remedies could be accounted for on 
this fuppofition only. He adds, that as an 
efficacious remedy has fince been difcoyered, 
the difeafe fhould be no longer looked upon — 
to proceed from a relaxation of the veflels. 
I am of opinion, that Mr. Daran_ will have’ 
fome difficulty toconvince the world of his 
folidity in argumentation on the fubjeét. 
The only reafon which induced the malters 
of the art.to look upon a Gonorrhza as 
‘proceeding. from a relaxation of the vefiels, 
was their inability in general to put a ftop 
to it. Befides, may not the remedy pre- 
Scribed by him. reftore them to their natural 
tone, and put a {top to the difcharge, really - 
brought on by relaxation? May it not be’ 
done, J fay, by :ftimulating the fides of the — 
wellels to which it is applied, and by difper{- 
ing the infpiffated juices fettled therein ? 
If fo, Mr. Daran’s conclufion muft be falle. 
Befides, is it probable that a difcharge, at- 
tended with no pain, which is proof againit | 
‘the moft regular treatment, and which has 
made many “of the external ulcers difappear, 

' rahourd : 
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fhould be oecafioned by ulcers hid in the 
interior part of the urethra? Why fhould 
we limit the activity and efficacy of the me- 
dicine, to external ulcers only? ’Tis trué 
that claps frequently proceed from ulcers, 
feated in the canal of the urethra; but when 
the virus, which firft occafioned them, is 
once removed by a proper treatment, I 


fee no caufe to retard their cures’ For my- 


own part, I fee no analogy between the 
caufes of a clap, and thofe of an habitual 
Gonorrhzea. Befides, does it not frequently 
happen, that ‘ulcers in different parts of the 
‘body continue in the fame ftate, without 
any augmentation, for ten, twenty, and 
fometimes thirty years? This would be no 
longer a chirurgical paradox, was Mr. Da- 
ran’s way of arguing a juft one. To this 


we may add; that it appears very difficult 


for fordid ulcers to be feated in the canal of 
the urethra, without diminifhing its fize, 
and confequently retard the urinary dif- 
charge; though we never find this hap- 
pen: for'which reafon it is natural for us 
to think of this diforder with thofe of fupe- 
‘rior penetration and experience, who have 
Written upon it.

If perchance, out of the number of ve- 
nereal patients we infpedt, any are troubled 
with a very profufe difcharge, I make no 
difficulty, after the proper frictions, to inject 
alittle of the vegeto-mineral water warm. 
The particular refolving and deterfive quality 
of this remedy makes me prefer it to all 
others, either for the cure of ulcers of the 
urethra not yet confolidated, or for the 
re-eftablifhing the proper tone of the veffels, 
by caufing the infpiffated Juices to. retura - 
into the courfe of circulation. I have thus 
fucceeded in the cure of many Gonorrheas, 
of avery old ftanding ; but when this fails 
me, I make ufe of my medicated candles.

The following is my method of applying 
them: 1 begin by the fimple ones, for fear 
of irritating too much the canal of the ure- 
thra, naturally endowed with a great de- 
ree of fenfibility. When thefe have been 
applied for three or four days, the compofed 
| ones may be very well made ufe of, for an 
hour morning and night. Thefeare to be cons 
tinued for four or five days, after which it is 
‘proper to adminifter the mineral waters for 
three fucceffive mornings. I prefer upon this

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occafion, thofe of Vals. or Camarets to. 
any others. After the ufe of the waters for 
the three days, I return again to the ufe of 
the candles, which I prefcribe alternatively 
with the waters for twelve days. In this 
time a gleet is generally ftopped; but if 
not, recourfe may be again had to vhe can- 
dies, and injections of the vegeto-mineral 
water into the urethra made ufe of inftead 
of the mineral ones. -The good: effeéis I 
have feen from it, when given internally 
for incontinencies of urine™, fufficiently in- 
duce me to recommend its ufe internally for 
inveterate Venereal Gleets +.

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OBSERVATION XIL 


In the year 1758, I attended a'patient come from 
Ttaly, who had been affli@ted with a Venereal 
Gleet for teen or eighteen months, without be- 
ing able to find a cure, His conftitution muft 
have been a very goed one, not to have been im- 
paired by the various remedies he had made ufe of ; 
fuch as anti-venereal ptifans, aftringents, abfor- 
bents, and various anti-venereal and hydragogue 
medicines. He was the more afflicted with his fitua- 
tion, as he was not in a condition to marry. He de- 
termined at lJaft to puthimfelf under my care, 
I thought proper to put him into “a courfe of mer- 
cury. After having prepared him well, | ordered 
him to take the Camaretz waters for fix days, and 
the other fix days to make fe of my medicated 
‘eandles..By following thismethod, he was perfectly 
cured of a-Gonorrh@a in. fixoweeks time, which 
_dmight otherwife probably. have continued the re- 
mainder of his.Jife. It is here to be obferved, that 
the mercurial frictions did not diminifh the gleet, 

and that the mineral waters were taken in imall

In the year.1757, an Italian woman, who had had 
agleetfor fome years, put herfelf under my care.

I faw whilftin Hanover an officer who had an 
inveterate clap. The pus was of fo bad a fort, and 
fo corrofive,’that ic affected all the parts it touched. 
It had feparated the gland in two, in the inferior 
part, as far as the fofla navicularis, where the end 
of the finger might have been intreduced. 
. The pains were fo great, that the patient defpaired, 
. and was tempted to fhorten life by the help of a 
p ftol. In this fituation he remained for ten days 
without fleep, when he fentfor me. I found the 
penis wrapped up in rags, wetted with milk: I 
‘immediately ordered him a private bath, and the 
penis to be putinto the vegeto-mineral water ; and 
during the intervals of bathing, comprefles to be 
_.made ufe of, wetted in the above water, which 
_, were never to grow dry. The above remedies, 
with the afiiftance of foftening ptifans, and 
‘narcotic medicines, procured the patient eafe: 
he recovered his reft; andthe tenth day, counting 
from the one I was fent for, he found himfelf per- 
- fectly recovered fromthe clap. After the ufual pre- 
pzrations, I ordered him a proper quantity of mer- 
cury ; and as there ftill remained fome obftructions 
in the canal of the urethra, I applied your medi- 
cated candles, which removed the complaint. This 
fact is well known to all the furgeons major who 
happenedto be in Hanover at thetime.

The man- 
ner of the formation of bubos is very im- 
perfectly explained, even. by the moft cele- 
brated authors, and often the more danger- 
ous, as it leads the practitioner to treat | 
ther improperly. It is the general opinion, — 
that. fuch bubos as. fhew ‘themfelves im- 
mediately after any impure commerce with 
the fex, and on this account are ftiled pri-- 
_mitive ones, are by: no means forerunnets 
of the pox, provided they are brought to 
fuppuration, or difperfed, with a proper 
internal ufe at the fame time.of mercurtals. 
The famous Mr. Petit, imhis Treatife on Dit . 
orders of the Bones, fufficiently thews how 
iil grounded the above doctrine is ’*'; 
though many celebrated authors adopt 
it, particularly Meffieurs Aftruc and Col 
de Villars, The latter, whofe falfe argu- 
ments ‘on the fubject are the more danger- ;

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rous, as his works are in the hands of moft 
young ftudents, looks upon the refolutive 
method not to be much depended upon ; 
whereas he entirely depends upon fuppura- 
tion, faying, that by this means the venereal 
virus is theroughly evacuated *, He gives it 
as his opinion, notwith{tanding, in fome fol- 
lowing pages, that mercurials fhould be 
_adminttered the whole time in {mall quan- 
tities : upon which I muft take the liberty — 
to .remark,) firft, that this author, by his 
prefcription, by no means appears con- 
fiftent, after afferting that fuppuration is 
fufficient to carry off the infeétion; and fe. 
condly, that no one can be ignorant in thefe 
days how little mercurials are to be de- 
pended upon, when taken inwardly only’; 
being daily taught by experience, that a 
proper application of it by friion-is the 
only method of cure to be depended on. 
This remark is of the greateft confe- 
quence ; and | have laid more ftrefs upon 
it, aS I am in hopes of deterring young 
furgeons (who otherwife might be Jed aftray 
by the authority of fome writers, in other 
refpects much to be depended upon) from 
adopting fuch a praGtice, which is indifpu-, 
tably liable to many exceptions, :

I fhall now give an account of the me- 
- thod we purfue in the treatment of various 
fpecies of bubos, in the Royal Hofpital, 
They may be reduced to four forts. The 
firft comprehends fuch as are fimple, which 
is no more than a tumefaction of the glands 
of the groin, with little or no pain: The 
fecond are fuch as are called phlegmonous, 
having the attributes and nature of a phleg- 
mon: the third comprehends thefe of a 
{chirrhous kind; and the fourth, bubos of a 
bad kind, which we may properly call ma-. 
lignant. This divifion of bubos, founded — 
upon experience, which is by no means the 
cafe in regard to fuch as are termed primi- 
tive, and confecutive in the general fenfe. 
. of the words, is as effential for practice, as 
the other is dangerous, not to fay ufelefs. 
The firft fpecies of bubos is eafily dif- 
perfed by means of phlebotomy, purgatives, 
baths, and mercurial frictions on the parts. 
affe€ted, which are-afterwards to be covered 
with compreffes dipped in the vegeto-mineral 
water. Antient practice juftifies the ufe of — 
all the remedies but the laft, which is pe- —

_ But to come to the difcovery I lately 
made, a difcovery I may properly call my 
own; I mean the cataplafm made of bread 
and the vegeto-mineral water, whofe effect 
bubos inclined. to fuppurate is aftonifh- 
ing 5 they put the collected matter in mo-.

Quefnay, a very particularcafe fell in my way.

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other, In effect, this abfcefs difappeared: 
when the general caufe was removed. Mr. 
De. La Peyronie has frequently treated fuc-

Though the above was the method of 
practice of a furgeon of the greateft emi- 
nence, whofe uncommon abilities I by no 
means think of difputing, efpecially as it 
has met with the approbation of Mr. Quef- 
nay, I muft ftill take the liberty of remark- 
ing, that it is liable to fome exceptions. Mr, 
De La Peyronie depended, it is faid, on the 
cleanfing quality, which was to be brought 
about by means of the fpecific: this he 
might fafely have done, in cafe of a fimple 
‘bubo not. yet begun to fuppurate’; but as 
mercury has never hitherto’ been looked” 
upon as.a corrector of purulent matter, with 
great reafon, it is very clear, that by the 
above matter’s returning to the courfe of 
circulation, inftead of being drawn off, ei- 
ther by. incifion or tranfudation (the effect 
of our remedy), fome effential organ of life 
might be fo far injured, as to be the caufe™ 
of the patient’s death; which may be-proved 
by various examples, and by the authority _

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Bubos which refemble fchirrhous tumours; 
‘are'to’ be ‘treated after the fame manner ; 
‘our cataplafm performs wonders, applied to 
fuch. Mr. Faber remarks, that Mr: Petie 
ordered them to be continued on as long 
as any hardnefs remained, inftead of open- 
ing the bubo, when beginning to fuppurate ; 
being taught by experience, that bubos, thus 
opened their whole length, fometimes dege- 
nerate into callous, fiftulous ulcers, and 
fometimes cancerous ones ; or, at leaft, that 
their cure was much more difficult. I am 
quite of this great man’s opinion in regard 
to premature incifions, but am well convin- 
ced, by a long practice, that my cataplafms, 
made of bread and the vegeto-mineral wa« 
ter, are much fuperior to the emollient-ones 
ufed by Mr, Petit, and generally prefcribed, 
by other furgeons. They are much more ef- 
ficacious, when a fchirrhous bubo feems in- 
clinable to degenerate into acorbutic one, 
which is frequently the cafe. From. the ef- 
fect my cataplafms have on occult and con- 
firmed cancers of the breaft, the public 
may judge. of their utility in the prefent 
cafe *.

2 round, obftinate ulcers, more or Jefs deep, 


generally callous, whofe bottom is full of a 
whitifh or livid mucus, which generally at- 
tacks the furface of the glans, or the inte- 
vior of the prepuce. Such as are near the 
trznum are the moft malignant in their na- 
_ ‘ture, and fometimes penetrate as far as the 
“urethra. Mr. Aftruc fays*, that thofe of 
the prepuce are generally more obftinate than 
thofe of the glans; on account of the great 
jenfibility of the part affeGted ; but I doubt

In 1907 Mr, Lollier, a celebrated furgeon of Mont-

_-five-and-thirty years of age, who complained of having 
been long afflicted with a difcharge of pus through 
; ‘the urethra, in confequence of avirulent gonorrhea, 


which had been treated after the common method, as 
bleeding, cooling broths, turpentine, pills with mercu- 
rius dulcis, and fudorific ptifans. After which he had 
been twice falivated, with a _confiderable difcharge from 


the falival glands, without any vifible diminution of 
the running 3 which made him apprehend he fhould

After thefe few preliminary remarks, we 
will proceed to the cure, Our principal ob- 


his fituation. On queftioning the patient on the nature 
of the gonorrhea, he told.s that it had been attended 
with a ‘chordee, and that in time of ereétion he felt a_ 
‘flight pain in the canal of the urethra about three fingers 
breadth below the glans: Upon which. we con- 
cluded, that what had been taken for a fimple gonor-

‘The patient, whofe cafe Iam going to relate, 


was troubled with 2 venereal chancre which almoft 
entirely covered the glans penis, and advanced to 
the extremity of the corpora cavernofa. This ulcer 
brought on an inflammation, which gave rife to 
a phymofis, and afterwards paraphymofis, by the 
patient violently forcing back the prepuce. ‘This 
caufed an-inflammation and ftrangulation of the 
part. In thefe circumflances, an able phyfician, 
who attended the patient, advifed him to fend for 
me. As the circumftances were alarming, I im- 
» mediately had recourfe to my ufual remedies, and

the Introduction of my Treatife on the Ef- 
fects and Various Preparations of Lead, that 
Mr. Raulin, one of the phyficians in ordi- 
nary to the King, and Mr Boucher, a man 
of eminence at Lifle, in Flanders, made ufe 
of it with great fuccefs in putrid fore throats, 
when other applications had failed. Mr. 
Malouin fays, in his Treatife on Chemittry, 
(tome i}. page 60) that the Chinefe make 
—ufe of cerufe againft a ftinking breath, pro- 
ceeding from a bad ftate of the gums, [ 
will therefore fay no more on the anti-putrid 
preparations of lead; though I can’t help 
making a remark on the frequent ufe of 
{pirituous applications, generally prefcribed 
on the like occafions. Surgeons, in general, 
know of no other refource, though there 
are many. circumftances which forbid the 
ufe of them; for example, in all gangrenes 
which rife from irritation, as gangrenes with 
ftrangulation, from an exceffive inflamma- | 
tion, &c. The reafon” is obvious ;. fpiri- 
tuous applications here adminifter new force 
to the irritating caufe, contract violently the 
veffels,. and prevent a fubfiding of the in- 
flamed part. Their effect may be compared | 
in fome meafure to that of fire in gangrenes — 
arifing from cold, when the congealed limb 
is imprudently expofed to a great fire. The 
only view we ought to have in gangrenes 
proceeding from irritation, is, to endeavour 
EES a - te 


- 
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to abate it by calming, anodine, ‘and re- 
laxing applications. It is upon this prin- 
ciple, that Mr. Lia Peyronie, according to 
Mr. Quefnay, in an oedematous and -gan- 
grenous erifipelas of the leg, which had af- 
tected part of the thigh, likewife made ufe 
of a warm bath, in which he ordered the 
affected part to remain for fome time, both 
morning and night, before the dreffings. 
But we are of opinion, in like circumftances, 
it would be much more advifeable to make 
a bath of our vegeto- mineral water; for, 
befides its efficacy in difperfing irritations, 
it muft act more efficacioufly than plain wa- 
ter on the half-congealed and ftagnated 
juices. This muft neceffarily caufe the tu- 
mefaction to fublide, and prevent the :part 
from being overwhelmed with the weight 
of humours which threaten it on all fides, 
For this reafon it ought to be preferred to 
{pirituous applications in gangrenous cafes 
- occafioned by the lofs of elafticity and rup- 
ture of the veffeis; fuch as generally attend 
violent contufions, at which time the ‘parts 
are confiderably tumefied. But in this laft 
cafe, you muft make your liquor ftronger, 
and animate it, if you think proper, with 
fome fal ammoniac, poffeffed, as is well 
known, with more antifeptic, refolving qua- 
lities, than any other medicine known fT. It

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would be likewife advifeable, in certain dry 
and painful gangrenes, to try what baths of © 
the Vegeto-mineral Water would do, which - 
are frequently known to afford relief in ma- 
lignant cancers. 

As to emollient applications, generally 
prefcribed in phymofis and paraphymofis, 
not to repeat here what we have already ad- 
vanced on their bad effects in inflamma- 
tions, we fhall content ourfelves with remark- 
ing, that they by no means are fuflicient to 
fereen the patient from the operation, if the 
ftrangulation fhould appear obitinate.

"y F any venereal patients ciaim our atten- 
tion, women with child, nurfes, and in- 
fants, moft certainly do. The importance 
of the fubject, and the frequent opportuni- 
ties [ have had of inveftigating it, have in- 
duced me to make a feparate-article of it.

But in thefe circumftances I make ufe of 
all the precautions that the ftate of the pa— — 


tient requires ;: and as Tieok upon bleeding, 
as the molt important one, [ order it thrice, 

talon fix orfeven ounces of blood ata time;, 
in the middle and at the conclufion of the 
baths: I take particularscare that thefe are: 
not too hot; left the blood,. which would: 
rufh with violence into the veffels of the: 
womb, fhould diflodge in part or wholly 
the after-burthen,, which perhaps might 
caufe a mifcarriage. For'this reafon like- 
wile, left too large a volume of blood: 
fhould force itfelf into the uterine veffels, [ 
erder the patient to lie horizontally in the 
bath, fo that the head only is more elevated 
thea: the body.

him. Upon coming home, he communicated it 
to his wife, who gave it tothree children, and a 
fervant-maid, Now, ashis wife perceived fhe was 
with child, giving fuck -at the fame time to an 
infant twenty months old, who likewife had 
caught the infection, fhe and her hufband were 
anxious to know whether it would be neceflary to

I began therefore in the following 
manner: Firft, 1 ordered her wholefome diet, and 
purged her withan apozem ; I then ordered again 
a purgative fyrup, of which fhe took one or two 
fpoonfuls two or three hours before dinner, either 


alone or with the apozem. While fhe took this’ 


medicine fhe fuckled her child, who was likewife 
purged, The body being fufficiently cleanfed, [ or- 
dered the joints to be anointed; [ mean the feet, 
the knees, the wrifts, the elbows, once a day, 
till a falivation was brought on; but fo flightly, 
that I never made ufe of more than an ounce, 
or an ounce and half of ointment each time : though 
no ointment was made ufe of to the child, a con- 
fiderable difcharge from the falival glands was pro- 
duced. Upon feeing this, I ordered him to be 
weaned, and fed with broth, almond-milk, panada, 
and other kinds of victuals: I ordered him to lie 
by himfelf, left te mother fhould communicate to 
him any mercurial vapours.

‘withitanding, a great many cordials, as confection 
of Alkermes, Cinnamon water, &c. I provided

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@wn life,’as well as that of the child’s, would be in 
great danger; and that by purfuing my plan, I 
might at leaft fave that of the mother. I was very 
circum{pedi in adminiftering the frictions, to pre- 
vent the evacuations from taking place before the 
tunefaction of the parts was fubfided; and took care 
to prepare the patient againft thefe evacuations, in 
cafe they took place too foon, by. bleeding in the 
arm, and by glifters of warm water only. The pa- 
tient took twelve private baths; after which the 
hefband in my prefence adminiftered the mercurial 
friftions with about two drams of ointment every 
other day, and each of thefe days the patient her- 
felf applied fome of this ointment to the chancres.

and Roman antiquity have always looked 
upon this falutary mineral as poifon *; and 
without the fuccefsful experiments of the 
Arabians, who firft dared to introduce it into

I again fay, that it muft be given very cauti- 
oufly ;butI ftillrecomimendit tobe given when 
neceflary. You muft not lay afide a remedy, 
becaufe when given improperly it may be 
prejudicial. This is the maxim of the pre- 
fent age, and looked upon to bea prudent 
one. People might as well fay, that it would 
be advifeable never to make ule of an emetic, 
opium, &c. becaufe the mifapplication a : 
them would be attended with bad confe- 
quences. 

Itis true, one had betrer,entirely lay afice 
thefe remedies than ufe them improperiy ; 
but it is injuring a patient vENy much not 
to ufe them properly. 

It is the property of the moft fal utary re- 
medies. to be dangerous. when imprudently 
adminiftered ;.as they have more effet than 
others, which have frequently none at all, 

It is much eafier not to adminifter reme- 
dies which require fkill to adminifter, than 
it is to give them properly : this would be 


making the art of healing familiar to every 
body.

4. Several phyficians and furgeons, little 
acquainted with the diforders of the urethra, 
give the improper name of Carnofities to 
every protuberance, which from the internal 
fides of this tube, projects into its cavity, and 
there forms obftructions, that prevent or re- 
tard, more or lefs, the difcharge of the urine. 
This name, far from explaining the nature 
of the difeafe, can only create a confufion of 
ideas, and throw frefh obfcurity on a fubje& 
already involved in too much darknefs. For, 
firft, the word Caruofity, confidered in its ety- 
mology, means nothing more thana flefhy ex- 
cref€ence, or a protuberance formed by proud 
flefh. Now, has it ever been demonttrated, 
that there is in the tube of the urethra any one 
flefhy part from which thefe excrefcences 
can arife? It is therefore certain, that carno- 
_ fities of the urethra, to fpeak according to the 
rigor of the terms, which fhould always be 
done in medical and chirurgical. enquiries, 
have no real exiftence. But, to take the word 
in the meaning in which it is ufed by thefe 
authors, they are ftill guilty of an error, 
when they afferc that carnofities form all the’ 
obftructions which choak the urinary paf- 
fages. 

5. Some of the moderns, more learned 
tian the anticats and the generality of their 

G 6 cotem- 
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cotemporaries, affien different caufes of ob- 
ftruétions in the urethra; but no one of them 
has favoured us with a clear, accurate, and 
methodical detail on this fubject. To fupply _ 
this defect, I fhall lay down five different 
kinds of obftru¢tion formed in the internal 
parts of the urethra: T..A fwelling of the — 
fpungy fubftanceof the urethra which ftretches 
into the ‘cavity of this paffage. Not to de- 
part entirely from the ideas and terms of anti- | 
quity, I fhall call this fpecies of obftruction 
by the name of Spungy Carnofities. I]. A 
tumor of the different glands of the urethra — 
and the proftate gland. II]. An exceffive 
dilatation of the veffels which compofe the 
membrane with which that tube is lined. 
IV. Theturgid edges of ulcers formed there- 
in, and fcars Jeft by thefe ulcers. V. The liga- 
ments of the internal membrane of the ure- 
thra.

On Objftruétions of the Urethra, called Sores

6. WITHOUT fome knowledge of ana- 
tomy, it.will be abfolutely impoffible to form: 
joft and diftin& ideas of the nature of thefe 
- Carnofities, From anatomy we learn, that the ~ 
thicknefs of the urethra, almoft from one end: — 
to the other, is formed by a fpungy fubftance ; 
that i is, by the continuity of numberlefs ‘els | 

ce 
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cells communicating with one another; that 
this fpungy fubftance is lodged between two 
membranes, one of which forms the convexity, 
the other the concavity, of the urethra; that 
this concavity is lined with a thin membrane, 
very fufceptiblé of extenfion; that the firft 
part of the urethra is merely membranous, 
and apparently a continuation of the coats of 
the bladder ; that it finks into niches all. 
along the upper furface of “the proftate, to 
which it is clofely joined and adheres; 
that from the bottom of the cavity of the 
urinary tube in this part, there arifes an 
eminence, called verumontanum ; that the | 
urethra, in ftretching itfelf out, forms a fecond 
eminence, which Cowper calls the bulb of the ~ 
urethra; that the fpungy fubftance, when it 

_ feparates from ‘the bulb grows thinner, and 
entirely environs the urinary tube, which 
it accompanies to the gland where this fame 
fpungy fubftance becomes much larger; 
that the little cells, the afflemblage of which 
forms the fpungy fubftance, always contain a 
larger, or a {maller quantity of blood; laftly, 
that as thefe cells are inflated, the diftenfion 
of the membranes of the urethra, and par- 
ticularly of that which lines the infide of that 
tube, becomes more confiderable. 

7. We muft fuppofe, that, in a healthy 
ftate, the action of the {pungy fubftance of 
the urethra on the membrane that lines its 
_ infide, and the refiftance of this membrane, 
are equal. This equality of powers is a_ 

me. neceflary 
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neceflary confequence of the general laws of 
motion, t which every part of the human 
body is fubje@; they only remain invariably 
in the fituation affigned them by Nature, be- 
caufe detained by oppofite, but equal powers. 

8. The cafe is very different when the 
urethra is in an unnatural ftate; v. g. when 
the internal membrane of this paflage is 
weakened to a certain degree. For then the 
fpungy fubftance which correfponds to the 
weak part, fixesthere, acts again{t fibres too 
~weak to. refiit, dilates, lengthens, and forces 
them into the cavity of the tube; whence 
arifes a tumor, which we call. a Spungy Car- 
nofity. 

g. To render my idea ftill clearer, I fhall 
have recourfe to the analogy of an aneurifm, 
This {welling is produced by fuch caufes as 
weaken the refiftance of the membranes of 
an artery, either by incifion or corrofion, 
The blood is hurried to the part where the 
{pring is relaxed, cilates it, and occafions an 
aneurifmal tumor. Thus the dnsiaid ‘coat of 
the membrane of the urethra, when acted 
upon, is not always able to refift the preffure 
of the external coat on the intermediate 
cavity; whence arifes a tumor in the infide. 
The analogy is the more perfect, as the pro- 
grefs of a carnofity is as infenfible as that 
of an aneurifm. The progrefs ef both may 
be retarded bya well-dire&éd compreffion, 
but neither can be totally prevented or de- 


ftroyed. 
to, This 
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10. This method of accounting for thefe 
-carnofities muft, in my opinion, appear very 
natural to any one. who reflects on the fine 
texture of the membrane which lines the in- 
fide of the urethra; on the want of a fixed 
point of fupport. on the fide of the cavity of 
it; on the multiplicity of caufes which may 
weaken its fibres, fuchas fcars, or old ulcers; 
and on the facility with which the foungy 
fubftance is unfolded and dilated: But thefe 
obfervations are fupported by fuch proofs, as 
feem to convey as much evidence as can be 
obtained in a cafe which does not admit of 
the teftimony of our fenfes. 
| 11. If we confider the firft caufes of carnofi- 


ties in the urethra, we fhall find that they are, | 
generally fpeaking, occafioned by obftinate — 


venereal gleets, or by a method of cure which 
confines the virulent matter, which it is the 
firft care of an able practitioner to expel. In 
fuch circumftances, is it poffible that the 
interior membrane of the urethra, fo ex- 
‘tremely thin and delicate in its texture, 


fhould be ulcerated, {prinkled, wetted, and’ 


penetrated, for a confiderable time, with a 
fharp, virulent, putrid liquor, making a con- 
tinual impreffion on the furrounding fibres, 
without affecting and weakening the parts, 
efpecially where the morbid matter has long 
been confined® In thefe parts, the little cells 
of the fpungy fubftance, finding but little 
‘ reGiftance to their expanfion, will make their 

“tS Rhee way 
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way into the cavity of the urethra, and, by 
dilating fome part of the interior membrane, 
will form littl membranous receptacles, 
which wil] be filled with a fpungy fubftance; 
while the convexity finks more or lefs into 


- the cavity of the tube. This appears.to me 


to be the moft plaufible, as weil as the leaft 
fyftematical account that can be given of 
venereal carnofities. pat 

12. Prior to the difcovery of the medicated 
candles, a fpecific remedy which we fhall 
hereafier defcribe, the moft effectual method 
in ufe was the introduction of leaden probes 
into the urethra. . This method was often 
attended with happy effects, and gave eafe 
to the patient: But the cure was only pal- 
liative ; the fymptoms foon returned, and the 
probes never effected a radical cure. How did 
thefe probes mitigate the fymptoms, and fora 
time procure a freer difcharge of- urine? 
Thefe effects mult be afcribed to the weight 
of metal, which, prefling on the caraofities,. 
flattened and ‘reduced their bulk. There 


fore, thefe tumors muft be of fuch a nature - 


as to yield to the preffure of lead; a quality 
very obfervable in fpungy carnofities. What 
in reality can be more natural, than to fuppofe 
that fpungy globules, covered with a thir 
membrane, fhould eafily yield under the 
preffure of a heavy metal like lead? Thus 
we may eafily explain all the phanomen# 


‘which accompanied the method of cure by 


probes, 
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probes, and account for the fudden removal 
of the fymptoms with which carnofities are 
generally attended. 

13. The conftant return of the complaint 
obferved by practitioners on intermitting the 
ufe of jJeaden probes, affords a demonftrable 
proof of the exiftence of’ fpungy carnofities. 
‘They had yielded to the preffure of the lead; 
the little fpungy cells had retired into their 
natural ffruation; the membrane that covered 
them was funk, the probe, repeatedly ap- 
plied and held in the urinary paffage, had 
effectually comprefied the remains of car- 
nofities now removed ; a little prefent eafe 
made the patient’ happy-in the affurance of 
a radical cure; but was the leaft excefs a 
confequence of this fond affurance? Did ac- 
cidental caufes contribute to the rarefaction 
of the blood, accelerate the velecity of its 
motion towards the fpungy fubftance of the 
urechra, or increafe its volume? From that 
moment the little cells were dilated, and 
forced the weak membrane into the cavity 
of the tube, entered the urethra again with 
it, and reproduced the carnofities. Such | 
is the courfe of .natural caufes, which it is 
not eafy to miftake. : ! 

14. Dead bodies give usa farther proof 
that carnofities are really fpungy. Having 
infpected the urethra of perfons who to the 
day of their death had been troubled with 
carnofities, | was furprized not to find the 
leaft remains of tumor or obftruction in the 

' | pafiage, 
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paffage, which could have given occafion to 
the fymptoms I had obferved, However, 
one moment’s reficction was fufficient to re- 
move my furprize. It was very evident, thar, 
while the patient was alive, the blood, con- 


tinually impelled towards the fpungy fub- 


{tance of the urethra, entered the little cells 
which formed the internal fubftance of the 
Carnofities, more or lefs diftended; whereas, 
at the approach of death, the circulation 
decreafing gradually, and the vital powers 


which gave motion to the fluids being weak- _ 
ened, the little cells were naturally emptied, — 


funk by their own weight, and returned into 
their onginal fituation. This difappearance 
of the carnofities can only happen where the 
tumor is quite frefh, or, at leaft, not of a very 
Jong duration ; as in this laft cafe itis natural 
to fuppofe, that the humour gathered into 
the little cells of the carnofities grows thick 
and hard, and cannot eafily be diffolved. 

15. Lhe reafons ] have afligned as the 
grounds of my opinion on the formation of 
Jpungy carnofities in the urethra, overthrow 
the fyftem of thofe who rank in the clafs of 
carnofities, {chirrhous glands of the urethra, 
hardened fcars,. and callous borders of 
ulcers in the parts, Thefe are certainly ob- 
{tructions formed in the urethra; but there 
is, as we fhall fee hereafter, an effential dif- 
ference between them and the fpungy car- 
nofities of which we are now treating. I 
haften to a more interefting detail. 

| 16. Every 
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16. Every practitioner muft have obferved 
frequent variations in the volume of car- 
nofities in the urethra... They are fometimes 
extremely finall, fometimes of a moderate 
fize, and at other times fo very large that 
they entirely obftruct the pafiage. This dif- 
ference of fize is owing to the greater or iefs 
quantity of {fpungy fubftance that enters it. 
In a pamphlet I pubuithed in 1746, I-quoted 
an Obfervation {fo fingular, that it would 
{carce have obtained any credit, if 1 nad not 
received it from an author whofe candor and 
abilities had placed him out of the reach of 
fufpicion. This Obfervation contained an ac- 
count of a carnofity, which, according to Mr, 
Fitzgerald, Profeffor of Phyfic, and Member 
of the Royal Academy of Sciences, fometimes 
ftretched to fuch a length that it appeared 
out of the urethra. When this happened, the 
patient ufed tocut it off. If fuch an excref- 
cence in the urethra can be called a carnofity, 
it was at leaft of a very fingular fpecies, 

17. Sometimes a fingle carnofity obftructs 
the urethra; at other times feveral concur to 
produce this effect: I have feen patients in 


whom the whole paflage was crowded with 


them. Where there are many, they either 
are fet very thick, and heaped together, or 


they form a line at fome diftance from each 


other. 


18. Though fpungy carnofities may arife 


indifcriminately in any part of the urinary 
paffage, experience has convinced me that 
| they 


TS, wee are ee 
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are generally feated in the foffa navicularis, 
towards the lower end of the bulb of the 
urethra, near the verumontanum. [am not 
quite cléarin an opinion I formerly advanced, 
that this kind of carnofities is fone 
found in the membranous part of the urethra 
which lies along the proftaté gland. Some 


o 
reafons incline me to think differently, and 


to attribute theobftructions iapyeaeerae chs: %; 


in this firft part of the urethra to other caufe 
Thele reafons fhall have a place in the eae 
of this Treatife. : 

19. Some carnofities are recent, and fome 
of a longer ftanding. The firft are owing 
to an inflation of the fpungy fubftance forced 
with its membranous cover into the cavity of 
the urethra. —They are foft,- flexible, and 
fofceptible of refolutions ‘The others are 
more or lefs hard, callous; and, if capable of 
refolution, it will be attended with the greateft 
difficulty. The blood contained in the fpungy 
fubftance of recent carnofities is ftill in a 
{tate of fluidity, and the little membranes, of 
which they are compofed, are nearly as fupple 
as ever. On the other hand, in carnofities 
of a longer date, the blood is thickened, fixed, 
and hardened; the folid parts adhere firmly, 
are dried, and have loft their flexibility. 


20. Carnofities, like other diftem pers, have. 


their courfe. At firft, the patient fearce 


knows he is attacked. The progrefs of the 
tumor may be remarkably flow or rapid. 
pcs it is come to its height, all the pati.

ent’s fears are awakened, and he. feels all 
the alarming fymptoms of which we mean 
to give a detail. 

ai. The venereal virus is certainly the 
mot common caufe of carnofities in the 
urethra. They,often follow claps of a bad 
fort, ftubborn, neglected, ill treated, or ulcers 
of that paflage. They fometimes do noc 
appear till feveral years after the venereal 
gieet; at others, they follow much fooner. 
They, fomeii pe accompany the venereal 
difeafe, and they muft both be treated at the 


fame time, which renders the cafe very hard 


and complicated. 

22. We muft not however conclude, that 
the caufes of obftructions in the urethra are al- 
ways venereal: Such aconclufion can only be 
digtated by ignorance, prejudice, or the love 
of fordid lucre. It is an humbling confi- 
deration, that, in a profeffion defigned for 
the relief and benefit of the human fpecies, 
there fhould be found men, who, to promote 
their little felfifth ends, are not afhamed to 
add imaginary difeafes to the long lift of real 
evils. Happily for mankind, the number 
of thefe wretches is not great. —But to return 
to my fubject. I have often been called to 
patients who were troubled with carnofities 


in the urethra, though they had never had 
the venereal difeafe; and, indeed, nothing 
more is required to produce them, than a 
refiftance of any part of the internal mem- 


brane of the urethra unequal to the pref- 
{ure

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fure of the fpungy fubftance correfponding 


to it. 


23. The internal aearccuah of a medi-+ 


cated candle to the urethra is the true method 
to afcerrain the exiftence of carnofities. Their 
number, fize, and fituation, may be exactly 
known by this application. . The practitioner 
will be able to difcover their caufes by at- 
tending to the account the patient gives him, 
and by informing himfelf whether he ever 


had, or now has, any degree of the venereal 


diteafe upon him. As to the effects, it is 


ealy to conclude, that the urinary paffage can- _ 


not be contracted by carnofities, without bring 
ing on Lae ape proportionably violent. 
The patient is olten troubled with a great 
difficulty in a water, accompanied 
with a burning heat and fharp pains. His 
urine is muddy, red, bloody, thick, and fre- 
quently depofits a fede ty which may eafily 
be miftaken for purulent matter; the bladder 
contains a mucus, which the patient cannot 
get rid of without as many efforts as if he 
had the ftone. Me is fometimes troubled 
with 4 continual inclination to make water, 
while afew drops only come from him. A 
lofs of the retentive faculty is* generally the 
confeatience of obftructions fcated near the 
neck’ of the bladder. Thefe patients, after 


making water, frequently let fall fome drog's | 
which {poil the’linen; and this is always the 
cafe when more carnofities than one are placed — 
at acertain diftanee from eachother, Some~ 


times 
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certain diftance from each other. Sometimes 
the urine, carried beyond the fphinéter of 
the bladder, but there confined by carnofi- 
ties, preffes on the fides of the canal, and 
opens a new paflage, and occafions liftulas, 
of which we fhall treat in another place. 
One confequence of carnofities is a total fup- 
preffion of urine, when the urinary paflage 
is fhut to medicated candles and the found, 
and the patient dies with a {welled belly, 
after a thoufand other accidents. In this cafe, - 
death is quite inevitasle ; as the urine can- 
not pafs through the common excretory 
duct, lodges in the cavity of the bladder, 
accumulates, dilates the fides, acquires a 
violent degree of fharpnefs, irritates and 
wounds the internal membrane, and caufes 
an inflammation, which muft foon end in a 
mortification. To all this muft be added, 
the reflux of the urine into the mafs of blood, 
in-cafe the patient fhould be able for a fhort 
time to bear with the difeafe, 

24. Nothing lefs than an accurate know- 
ledge of the nature of carnofities in the 
urethra, and a particular attention to every 
iymptom, however flight in appearance, can 
enable the furgeon to form a well-grounded 
judgment of the poffibility of the cure, of 
the duration of the difeafe, or the accidents 
Which may probably attend its progrefs. 


§. I. On 
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On Obftructions of the Urethra incident to the 
Glands which correfpend with that Paffage. 


25. WE obferved above, that the end 
of sthe urethra was fituated along the fupe- 
rior fuperficies of the proftate, to which it 
firmly adheres. This gland is of a confi- 
derable fize, of a firm confiftence, and of 
an irregular, oval figure, the bafis of which 
correfponds with the neck of the bladder, 
and the top with the bulb of the ure- 
thra. Its outward coat is covered with a 
membrane partly mufcular, and its inmoft 
fubftance is compofed of feveral little bags, 
~Jike fo many bellow, each of which has an 
excretory duct opening into the firft part of 
the urethra, near the lateral part of the ve- 


rumontanum, where its circumference is

26. Cowper’s glands are two bodies of the 
- fize of a fmall bean, of an oval figure, flat- 
sened, feated on the fide of the urethra near 
the bulb, covered with muicles known by 
- the name of acceleratores, each of which has 
an excretory duct, which advances a confi- 
derable way into the fpungy fubftance before 


it pierces the internal membrane of the uri.” 


nary paflage, which it opens in am oblique 
gireCtion.. Cowper is allowed to have dil- 
covered a third gland, much fmaller than 


either _ 
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either of the other two, fituated in the fpungy 
fubftance of the urethra where it bends under 
the os pubis, having a difcharge through 
two little orifices into the cavity. 

27. Mr. Littre has deferibed another 
eland, of the fize of an inch, inclining to a- 


red colour, placed under the proftate in the 


fpungy fubitance beiween the two mem- 
branes of the urethra, going round the in- 
ternal membrane of that pailage, through 


which it makes feveral little apertures, which 


are not eatily feen, any more than the little 
duéts which lead to them. 

28. It is equally dificult to difcover a 
particular gland, feen by Mr. Morgagni 
under the extremity of the bulb, which 
difcharges itfelf into the urethra. 

29. This celebrated anatomilt has given 
us the moft accurate defcription ever pub- 
lihhed of the lacunae in the infide of the 
urethra, the moft confiderable of which open 
in fuch parts of the cavicy as lie neareft to the 
glans, efpecially under the frenum and in the 
fofia navicularis ; while the {maller ones pierce 
indiftinéily all the length ofethat pafiage, 
and are very nunicrous; YThefe Jacune an-— 
{wer the excretory ducts, which begin from 
the glands, more or Jefs vifible, which are 
found in the fpungy fubftance of the urethra, 
infomuch that the convexity of the internal 
membrane is full of thefe glands. 3 ; 

30. All this collection of glands, after 
having feparated and refined different juices 

H drawn 
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drawn from the mafs of the blood, difchar ge 
them into the common relervoir of the urethra. 
fxs long as the feparation and the excretion 
of thele juices are performed according to 
the eftablifhed Jaw of the natural functions, . 
an obftrution of thefe glands is not to 
be dreaded ; but if, from any caufe what- 
ever, the juices fo far thicken in the lacuna, 
or other refervoirs of thefe glands, as not to 
pafs the narrow ducts or orifices of the ex- 
cretory vefiels; if, becoming. vifcous and 
clammy, they adhere to the fides of the re- 
fervoirs, and there accumulate; if the fe- 
cretion in thefe glands is toocopious, and the 
excretion is not proportioned to it; if an 
outward compreffion {tops the courfe of the 
fluids in the glands, and occafions a ftagna- 
tion ; if the lacunz or orifices of the excretory 
veflels of the glands are obftructed by a thick 
matter lodged in the urethra, and lining fome 
part of its fides; if heterogeneous, virulent 

arts of a thickening quality mix with the 
juices which are filtred through the glands ; 
if thefe glands become fchirrhous, which is 
no uncommon cafe in the proftate; if an 
ab{cefs, formed in this gland, caufes it to 
fwell towards its upper furface, in the 
niches of which the end of the urethra is funk; 
in all thefe and other like circumftances, glan- 
dulous obftruétions wil] more or lefs affect 
the excretory paflage of the urine. 


31. It appears then certain, that the oon 
; ‘ mae § 
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of the urethra may be obftructed, may be 
_ diftended and form tumours, which, {preading 
more or lefs into the cavity of this tube, 
contract or leffen its diameter. 

32. Among the glandulous obftructions, 
we mult carefully dillinguifh fuch as are re- 
cent from the old nate inveterate: fuch ag 
affect only one part of the urethra, from fuch 
as are fituated in different and many parts ; 
fuch as are placed near the glans, from the. 
more diftant; thofe of a fize large enough 
to ftop the paffage of the urine, from fuch 
~ as only contract it; fuch as are the attendants © 

of other difeafes, either as caufe or effect, 


__ from the fimple and uncomplicated. 


33. If the diforder be produced by the 
obftruction of the fmaller glands, or of the 
Jacunz which are obfervable along th 
urethra, it will be fuceptible of a more eat 
cure; butif the proflate be the feat of this 
obittndion, very confiderable difficulties 
muft attend the treatment. The difeafes of 
this gland require a very particular attention ; 
they have been the chief object of my invef- 
tigations, Thefe difeafes are more frequent tC 
than is commonly ‘imayined ; and it is natu- 
ral to. conclude, from the fi ence of former 
practitioners, that they were but little ac- 
quainted with this branch of ch ururgical 
knowledge. 

34. Ag ereat number of F Obfervations, made 
with all the exaétnefs I was capable of, have 
convinced me, 1.

35. If we confider the prottate as labour- 
ing under the leaft alarming of thefe dif. 
orders, I mean only in a ftate of tumefac- 
tion, we cannot but think the patient in fome 
danger; efpecially if the fwelling be very | 
confiderable. For in this cafe, the upper 
part of the urethra, which is niched and 

{unk all along the fuperficies of the proftate, 
to which it adheres ftrongly, muft be greatly 
compreffed onall fides : Hence adiminution, 
and frequently a total contraction, of the 

urinary paffage, and confequently a difficulty 
ora total fuppreffion of urine. The different 
degrees of tumefaction in this gland, form 
the meafure of the different ob{truétions 

_ which happen in this firft part of the urethra. 
T hele obftruions are very frequent, as daily 
experience muft have convinced thofe whole 

practice has made them converlant with the 

! diforders 
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diforders of the urethra, Perhaps it will not 
tbe fo eafy to determine, whether, indepen- 
dently of the {welling of the proftate gland, 
obftructions may be formed in the Grtt part 

of the urethra'by fpungy carnofities. But 
the firft principles of anatomy preclude the 
poffibility of fuch obftruétions. We have 
_-demonitrative evidence, that the urethra, as 
it lies along the proftate gland, is a fingle, 
membranous tube, containing no {pungy 
fubftance in its volume; and it is equally 

evident, that no.carnofitiés can arife where no 


_ fpungy fubftance exifts. We mutt therefore 


«conclude, that obftructions of the urethra 
formed near the neck of the-bladder, which are 
frequently miftaken for real carnofities,are pro- 
duced by:a tumor of the proftate gland, or 

the diftenfion of the larger part of the veru- 

montanum, which I have reafon to believe 
very fulceptible of this effeét, I have found: 
in that part of the urethra where itis fituated, 

obftructions attended with a contraction of 
the tube from thence to,the neck of the blad- 
der. I have even obferved, in all the pati- 


ents I have attended, that this pare of the 


urethra was. more fenfible of pain than any.

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36. It feems to be very certain, that the 
proftate often becomes fchirrhous. To be 
convinced whether it be inthis ftate, nothing 
more is neceffary but to infert one or two 


fingers moiftened with oi] into the anus, in 


a direction towards the neck of the bladder, 
near which this gland is fituated. The fchir- 
rhous tumor of the proftate occafions a con- 
traction in the upper part of the urethra, 
which increafes by degrees, and in proportion 


to the different ftages of the {welling A 


very important remark to be made here is, 
that the proftate, as it grows larger, changes 
the direction of the neck of the bladder, which 
lies beyond this unfurmountable obftacle, and 
lower than its natural fituation. No appli- 
cation, no inftrument, can now facilitate the 
flow of urine; andthe patient muff inevita- 
bly perith. However, we fhall hereafter 
mention a chirurgical operation, which can. 
alone prevent thefe fatal confequences; but 
we mutt carefully diftinguifh between a per- 
fect and an incomplete fchirrhus of the pro- 
ftate.. There is no cure for the former, but 


‘the latter is not fo defperate. Schirrhous 


concretions of the proftate are not always the 
effects of venerealcomplaints. I haveattended 
patients who laboured under a hardnefs of 
this gland, without ever having been trou- 
bled with the venereal difeafe.. In others I 
have obferved, that this complaint was pro- 
duced and aggravated by the venereal virus.

37. Ulcersof the proftate gland form ano- 
ther difeafe, with which it hehoves us to be 
well acquainted, and which has often occur- 
redin thecourfe of my practice. One mult 
be perfectly ignorant of every thing anatomy 
teaches concerning the fituation of this gland, 
not to know that, when ulcerated, it mutt 
ftop the paffage of the urine in the upper 
part of the urethra; and that the morbid 
matter, forcing itfelf into other parts, towards 
the fcrotum, the anus, the bladder, and the: 
rectum, on which the body of th e proflate 
refts; muft produce the mott, alarming acci- 
dents, which we fhall have occafion to men- 
tion hereafter. The fore-finger -moifteneed 
with oil, introduced into the anus, in a direc- 
tion from the back part forwards to the feat 
of the proftate, eafily difcovers the fluctua- 
tion. It isa very pernicious method of prac- 
tice to wait the perfect maturity of thefe ul- 
cers, which in the mean time difcharge their 
contents into the bladder near its neck, and, 


_a fever fupervening, the patient foon expires. - 


Ulcersinthe proftate, like other diforders, may 
be produced -by very different caufes,which 
fometimes are, but are notalways, venereal.

The fhort { 
fketch I have drawn of thefe fatal evils wilk 
be fufficient to enhance the price of aremedy | 
which can either prevent or remove their per- _ 
nicious effect. Such a remedy has long been | 
fought in vain; the ableft practitioners have | 
given a fanction to feveral which have proved | 
either hurtful or infuficient. It will not be | 
improper to give fome account of thefe, be- 
fore we proceed ‘to the effects of that which ~

54. Thefe remedies may be reduced to four.. 
~y. They applied corrofives, which were intro- 
duced by means of the bougies; the remain- 
ing ulcers were then fkinned over by other’ — 
topics: But a fatal experience foon convinced 
them, that thefe corrofive medicines inflamed,, 
confumed, and ulcerated the found parts of 
the urethra, without curing the difeafe.

56. Corrofive-medicines and incifions fall- 
ing next into difufe, they had recourfe to me- 
thods of dilating the urethra, and removing

‘This is, however, a cer- 
tain fact, and it is equaliy certain, that the 
flow of urine recovers its natural courfe, 
as the running from thofe parts be- 
comes more copious, till it ceafes by the 
total fuppreffion of matter by which it was 
caufed.

60. The experience I have had from the 
: "6 many 
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many trials of my bougies, atd Mr. Dararr 
may have had the fame of his, agrees perfec. 
ly with the Obfervations I have fet down, 
and fhould have convinced him of the real» 
Caufe of this running, and of its nature. 
The mild bougies excite a diftillation; the 
Hronger ftop it in an urethra of great fenfibi- 
ity: they increafe the heat, the difficulty, 
and the frequent inclinations to make Water, 
The patient is then alarmed, In this Cafe, 
Mr. Daran commonly encourages him by 
promifing a mild bougie, which will caufe

61. The 
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61. The duration required for my bougies, 
as wellas thofe of Mr. Daran, to diffolve 
carnofities, depends on their age, their foli- 
dity, their fituation, and the remedies that 
have been applied: I fay, on the remedies; 
becaufe fome render them callous, and of con- 
fequence lefs eafy to be removed. | 

62. When the bougies operate kindly, they 
excite a running which I can confider as ne- 
ceffary only when the proftate gland is to be 
emptied,;and relieved from accidental tumors; 
they excite an irritation proportioned to their 
ftrength, and which would affect the whole 
extent of the urethra, if 1 had not difcovered 
a method to confine their action to the parts 
- affected, which fhortens the cure and the fuf- 
ferings of the patient. See the fixteenth 
Obfervation. 7 

63. They remove the difficulties of mak- 
ing water as foon as applied, when the reten- 
tion of urine is owing to a {welled carnofity, 
by reducing its volume. This property is 
the more valuable, as it furpaffes all the art 
of the moft eminent lithotomifts: For as 
carnofities often prevent the ufe of the probe, 
the patient dies without the poffibility of re- 
lief. Every one of my patients have found 
an eafe in making water the moment my 
bougie has been applied. 

64. As all refolving medicines act by irri- 
tation, it is no wonder that the patient finds 
a difficulty in making water when the ftron- 
ger bougies are employed. This cannot be 

| aa) 
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reckoned a contradifiion to what we ade — 
vanced above, as here we fpeak of the con- 
tinual ufe of bougies for feveral hours 
in the day ; whereas above we treated only 
of the application of a fingle bougie, to dii- 
cover the real ftate of the parts. It fome- 
times happens, that the ftronger bougies 
bring on a difficulty of making water, a 
heat in the urethra, and a fever : but none 
of thefe fymptoms are dangerous. The firft 
is removed by the difufe of the bougies for 
_alonger or a fhorter time, as circumftances 
may determine the judgment of the furgeon, | 
The fecond is feldom attended with any 
alarming confequence, as it is rather owing 
_to the impreffion of the bougie, than to the 
medicine. Asa proof of what I here ad- 
vance, we need only confider that the fame 
“inconvenience attends thofe who are probed 
without any medicine, merely to empty the 
bladder, or to acquire a knowledge of the 
_ real {tate of the parts. 

65. The bougies ftop, and cure the moft 
obftinaté and radicated gonorrhzas, by 
 teftoring elafticity to the relaxed veffels, and 
- confolidating the ulcer, if there be any, as. 
_ has been faid in the firft part of this Trea- 
tife, and are a fovereign remedy for fiftulas 
in the perineum. Mr. Le Dran in his book 
ef Operations very juftly obferves, that 
being occafioned by obftructions in the uri- 
qe paflages, thefe being once removed, 
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the fiftulas are cured. This is one effeét 
of my bougies ; and the obftructions whieh: 
choaked up the natural channel” being re- 
moved, the urine naturally abandons a 
eourfe into which it was thrown by acci- 
dent, to return into that which was ori- 
ginally made for it. See the 16th and roth 
Obfervations. 3 BS Bei 

66. By refolving carnofities, they reftore 
the tafte of the Urethra to its natural ftate ; 
they preferve the patient from a fuppreffion 
of urine, from inflammation, from fiftulas 
in the perineum, in the tefticles, and 
from a ctuel death, which is too often’ the 
confequence of thefe diforders ; they dif- 
pofe the patient to be probed ‘with eafe and 
fafety ; in fhort, they cure many diftem- 
pers of the bladder, by removing carnofi- 
ties, which are the caufes of them. 

67. Such a remedy. was much wanted in 
furgery; the more fo, as -moft of the difor- 
ders in which it is now applied, were either 
totally incurable before, or cured withthe 
greateft difficulty. Till this difcovery was 
made, every book of furgery reprefented 
gonorrhzas of old ftanding, and carnofities,, 
to be generally incurable, Leaden probes, 
the beft method then in ufe, flattened the 
carnofities, but. did not remove them: 
Thus the caufe fubfifted. But the medicine 
I recommend, removes carnofities by refo- 
lution: For tho’ my. bougies are fometimes 
ftronger, fometimes more mild, they acne 
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~ defigned to fhape the tube, as the leaden. 
probes are. The bougies do not remove 
- carnofities by compreffion, but by the active 
_ powers of the medicine. 

68. Before I proceed to the Obfervations, 
_ which are to put an end to this short Treatife, 
I think it not improper to explain the 
analogy my medicine bears to that of Mr. 
Daran, 

69. tft, My bougies excite a running 
' the very day they are applied, or the day 
Beafter: ) 
> 470. adly, It often happens, that the 
~ urine pafles mote eafily the firft than the 
~ following days. 

71. The bougies which I call ftrong, be- 
caufe many drugs enter into their compofi- 
tion, facilitate the difcharge of urine from 
the bladder, when the retention is occa~ 
fioned by {welled carnofities. | 
72. The fame bougies produce a quite 
contrary effect, when applied too often or 
too long, by an exceis of irritation. The 
urine does not flow with eafe for fome 
hours, and fometimes a flight fever joins 
the other fymptoms: But it is eafily fub- 
dued by a prudent regimen, and the difufe 
_ of the medicine. Lips 
~~ 73. My bougies do not always difperfe 
~ Carnofities in the fame fpace of time. One 
month is always fufficient, unlefs the pa-" 
_ tient be of more than common fenfibility, 
or his complaint be of long ftanding, or 
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attended with old carnofities and a tumor 
of the proftate gland. I can aver with 
great truth, that ] have feen many patients 
make water very plentifully the tenth or 
twelfth day, withouc fuffering the leaft pain 
from the beginning of the whole procefs. 
Little filaments are fometimes difcharged 


with the running, at other times little mem- 


branous laminze of different figures, and al- 
Ways without pain. 

74. My bougies give fome little pain in’ 
time of erection, which they caufe, and fome- 
times only a tickling. , 

75. 7thly, It fometimes happens that the 
prepuce andthe gland area little irritated 
by the action of the bougies ; but befides a 
method I have found to prevent both thefe 
accidents, my vegeto-mineral water foon 
foftens and removes this irritation. 

76. 8thly, | am perfuaded my bougies 
act upon carnofities, by the eafe with which 
they are introduced further, and by the 
flow of urine which the patient experiences, 
as the obftructions are removed. au 

97. gthly, Fiftulas in the perineum be-~ 
ing occafioned by carnofities, my bougies 
cure them by difperfing thefe fpungy fub- 
fiances; the urine returns to its ufual courfe, 
and the fiftulas dry up and heal. See the 
16th and 19th Obfervations. 

78. 1othly, Carnofities, not only ob- 


ftrudt the paflage ef the urine, but ee 
the 
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the feed; my bougies remove both thefe 
obftructions. 
7g. rithly, My bougies ftop the fource 
of gonorrheas, by {trengthening or reftoring 
the tone of the excretory veflels of the 
_ glands from whence they flow. It is not 
always of the venereal kind, efpecially if 
the patient has gone through a regular ccurfe 
of medicines. 

80. New difcoveries, however ufeful and 
well grounded, muft meet with oppofition ; 
and this is the cafe of mine. But as 
the evidence of the cures performed by my 
bougies was too glaring to be denied, no- 
thing remained but to doubt of their future 
efficacy, and to affert, that thefe cures would 
be as fhort-lived as thofe of leaden probes; 
in a word, that they would prove only 
palliative. : | 

81. But if they would confider without 
prejudice the manner in which this me- 
dicine acts, they would be convinced that 
_ the cure muft be lafting. Neither my 
bougies, nor Mr. Daran’s, remove carno‘ities 
by cempreffion, but by difperfion and re- 
folution. On the other hand, leaden probes 
do not difperfe, but only comprefs them, 
_ and therefore it is no wonder that they only 

Make an apparent cure, and that the carno- 
fities foon recover their former bulk. But — 
the remedy I advife acts with great power; 
and if it does not remove the complaint be- 
yond a poffibility of a return, at leait it cer- 
| Ba tainly 
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tainly cures it for fome time. The proof I 
would give is grounded on two good 
reafons. 


82. if, This eAW agar chee the — 


weakened parts of the urethra, and renders 


them more able to refift the efforts of the © 


fpungy fubftance. 

83. 2dly, This fpungy fubftance, which 
furnifhed matter to the difperfed carnofities, 
muft neceffarily be drained, and confequently 


be lefs able to affect the weak membrane — 


of the urethra, or force a paflage to It. 

84. This lat reafon is the more fatis- 
factory, as in wounds and ulcers that oc- 
cafion a lofs of fubftance in the fkin and fat, 
it is obferved that the parts, when cured, 
are more funk and winkled than before; 
which can only be owing to this, that the 
lictle cells of the. fat membrane being de- 
{troyed, together with the finer texture of 
the fkia, no longer receive any fupplies of 


far. Thus the fpungy fubftance which™ 


makes carnofities, being difperied by this 


medicine, mult be lefs able to furnifh frefh. 


matter to carnofities, and confequently they 
cannot foan be reproduced, This is fo true, 
‘that feveral of Mr. Daran’s patients have af- 
fured me, that they have found fome time af- 
ter, their urine did not flow with fo much eafe, 


as when under his hands; and that having 


again applied to him, his bougies had fuch 
firccefs, that they never after found any dif- 


ficuly in making water plentifally 
85. But 
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85. But if ic be true, that carnofities once 
removed may return, which time alone can 
fhew, it is at leaft certain, that the fecond 
application of bougies will have {till more 
efficacy than the firit. For if the action of 
- bougies can in 15, 20, 30, or 40 days cure 
the patient of a difeafe under which he has 
laboured 20 or 30 years, how fhort a time 
will be neceffary to remove anew return of 
the evil? I fay a new return; for the 
patient has it in his power to afcertain the leaft 
change in the urethra by the ftream of urine. 
In this cafe, the bougies will eafily remove 
thefe frefh carnofities, and in a few hours 
reftore the urethra to its natural ftate. To 
prove that this is not a groundlefs conjec- 
ture, I will here obferve, that the introduétion 
of a bougie will in two or three minutes di- 
minifh the fize of carnofities {welled by ex- 
cefs, fo that the urine finds a free paflage. 
To reafon from agreater toalefs effec, I 
may fafely conclude, that the continuance 
of a bougie in the urethra for a few hours 
during the courfe of one year, will operate 
a radical and jafting cure. The patienc 
once cured will want no further affiltance. 
The perfon who performed the overation 
may give him a certain number of bougies 
of different ftrenoth, may diftinguith the 
different degrees by a label, and teach 
him how to ufe them, 

86. ‘Thefe arguments feem fufficient to con- 
vince every reafonable perfon of the advantages 
ig of 
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of this medicine, if he is willing to receive 
conviction, It is manifeflly fuperior to 
aftringents; corrofives, which are allowed 
to bé dangerous; to the continual and un- © 
availing ufe of leaden probes, which have — 
phitherto been advifed, tho’ the beft praéti- © 
tioners complain of their inefheacy. {hope 
the unanimous voice of patients, who have | 
been cured by Mr. Daran and myfelf, and - 
lately by other gentlemen of the profeffion, _ 
will at length filence oppofition, and banifh 
every doubt, if prejudice can ftill doubt, of 
the efficacy of this medicine, 
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OBSERVATIONS. 


MXN the Grft of October, 1745, a perfon 
° of diftinction in this city, being in-. 
clined to make ufe of Mr. Daran’s bougies, 
defired I would regularly attend him. I was 
the more ready to comply with this requeit, 
as I had long heard very pompous accounts 
of the great cures performed by them in 
this and the neighbouring provinces. It was 
on this occafion that I had the firit oppor- 
tunity to afcertain the effcéts of thefe bougies 5 
and T now began to confider ferioufly what | 
the nature of this medicine could be, and — 
after much application I made my own, 


OBSERVATION» 1. 


A Notary public of this city, who fuffered much 
from a retention of urine, was the firft perfon 
on whom I tried my medicine. But as I was. yet 
unacquainted with the different degrees of the do-~ 
fec, ithappened that on the fifth day my bougies ex- 
cited an irritation in’the urethra, which ren- - 
dered a difcharge of urine {till more difficult than 
‘before. Iwas the more furprifed at this effedéh, 
as, during the preceding days, the bougies had 
met with the defired fuccefs. He made water 
freely at firft, the running followed, and I found 
my remedy anfwer all the purpofes of that of , 
Mr..Daran. ‘The irritation alarmed the patient, . 
and, notwithftanding the happy efiedts of the | 

% 4. if bougies, 
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bougies, he refufed to ufe them any longer. The 
irritation being foon calmed, he found much lefs 
difculty in making water than he had done be- 
fore the application of the bougies. However, he 
was prevented from repeating it, and was told 
that | was trying a new, and therefore a dangerous 
experiment. After this little effay, I prefumed to 
prefent a memorial to the Royal Academy of 
Sciences, requefting that commiflioners might be 
appointed to atteft the effects of my medicine 
on future oceafions.

A perfon of this city, cured of carnofities by 
My. Daran, being informed that 1 had a fo- 
veielgn remedy for thefe diforders, recommended 
to my care a Valet-de-Chambre of the late Mr. 
Moficn, I probed him, and found he had feveral 
carnofities of ten-years flanding, in confequence 
of feveral venereal runnings: He had been under 
the furgeons of Parisand Montpellier. As I was 
now mafter of the degrees proper to enter into my 
eompofition, my bougies had all the defired effect 
on bim. The feventh day he made water with eafe, — 
and in twenty days, the carnofities being difperfed, 
the bougies reached the bladder. Mr. Haguenot 
‘was a witnefs of this whole procefs. 


OBSERVATION Ut. 


Mr. Thibal, a mafter-furgeon of this city, re- 
commended to me a young man, who, after a 
venereal running of more than a year’s ftanding, 
for which he had taken different things at Paris, 

| in 
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in Italy, and at Montpellier, was troubled. with 
carnofities. . They had grown to fuch a fize in 
three years time, that his urine came from him 
only drop by drop.- I probed him with a bougie, 
on the 15th of laft December. Finding feveral car~ 
nofities in the urethra, I advifed the ufe of my 
_ bougies, which were applied for ten hours in the 
day at two different times. After feeling a kind 
ef heat in the urethra, anda little difficulty in 
making water, the firfl trials.of this medicine, he 
-difcharged his urine with more eafe ; the fifth 
day the bougie made a farther progrefs towards 
the biadder ; the fifteenth day the urine came very 
freely, and the bougies made their way into the 
bladder. He continued to ufe them ten days lon- 
ger, and then he made water as eafily as he had 
done before the venereal running appeared. This. 
whole proof was feen by Mr. Haguenot.. 


OBSERVATION IvV.® 


On the 15th of December, Ifawan old porter of 
a gentleman in this town. His complaint was fo. 
great a difficulty in making water, that it-came 
from him. drop by drop, red as blood, and very 
thick. I found by my bougies that the urinary: 
paflage was full of carnofities. It became lefs 
obftructed. from the fifteenth day, the urine pafled: 
with greater eafe, and in a better ftate. The 
bougie reached the laft carnofity, which was feated: 
near the neck of the bladder, on the twentieth dayy. 
and on the twenty-eighth the bougie was intro~ 
duced into the bladder.. , 
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OBSERVATION-V." 


In the month of January I was confulted by 
‘a lawyer in this town, who complained that for 
above twenty years he had been troubled with 
Carnofities.; that he had long made ufe of leaden. 
probes ; but that while they afforded him fome 
prefent- relief, they did not cure a diforder which 
was from time to time fo violent, that he fuffered 
great torments in difcharging a very few drops of 
urine, He added, that having heard greatencomiums 
of Mr. Daran’s bougies, he had made ufe of them 
for about two months without any great benefit. 
I affured bim, that Thad hopes that my bougies 
‘would make a perfe&t cure. He agreed to make a 
rial, and on the eighth day 1 introduced a bougie 
intothe bladder, from whence it was drawn ftained by 
the carnofity. In a word, in five weeks the bougies 
came out ftraight and dry, as if theyhad.never been 
ufed. He difcontinued theufe of bougies, becaufe 
he found himfeif perfeGly cured, notwithftanding 
the callus, which was occafioned by the length 
sof the dHeafe and the leatlen probes. ‘This cure, 
_ awhich was publithed by the patient, is very well 
‘known-to Mr. Hageenot and feveral others, 


OBSERVATION VI. 


Jn the fame:month I was called to an old officer, — 
swhofe diforder hadlong been known to Mr. Ha- 
-guenot. I probed him with abougie, and I found 
at the fofla navicularis fo large a-carnofity, that 
“it perfeGly obftiuGted the -paffage. I knew that 
‘the patient had laboured twenty years-under a very 
great difficulty of making water, which was con- 
_sfiderably increafed during the two laft years, He 
rmade.ufe-of my-bougies, which infix ap sige 
SD 
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this firft carnofity. The patient was furprifed to 
fee that I advanced the bougie to the neck of the 
bladder; but being inclined to continue the ufe of 
them, Ifound that even the mildeft immedicated. 
fort always caufed a great heat of urine. However, 
the made water with more eafe, tho’ not without 
cheat, which induced me to drop the ufe of any 
bougies. Tattributed:thefe heats to the long con- 
tinuance of the diforder, to a fharpnefs in the 
blood, andthe conftitution of the patient. Two 
ones and a-half after the difufe of the bougies, 
the patient fell fick of a malignant fever, and died. 
in afew days. Mr. Haguenot, who attended him 
during this laft illnefs, was no ftranger to his for- 
mex retention of urine. 


OBSERVATION VIL 


Being at Montauban in 1742, I vifited a gen- 
tleman, who had been troubled with carnofities 
for fifteen or fixteen years. I attempted to give 
him fome relief by leaden probes, but a confi- 
derable hemorrhage and fever, that feized him on 
the third or fourth day, made me alter my plan. As 
foon as I haddifcovered thevirtues of my medicine, t 
advifed him to try it. He came to Montpellier laft 
January, and took my advice the more -teadily, as 
his diforder was now fo much worfe, that his urine 
‘came from-him only by drops. . probed him with’ 
a bougie, in company with Mr. Haguenot, and 
found he had three confiderable carnofities, one of 
which was in the fofla navicularis, another on 
‘the verumontanum, and the third near the:neck 
of the bladder and the proftate gland. The 
firft carnofity was difperfedin cight days, and the 
@ifcharge ofurine became more ealy. Onthefifteenth 
aay. the bougie reached «the third. carnofty, which 
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made a more obftinate refiftance. In. fhort, on 
the thirty-feventh day the bougie entered the blad- 
der. However, as the proftate gland was much {wel-_ 
Jed, I judged a longer ufe of them neceflary to re- 
move this tumor; anda running occafioned by the 
bougies announced a perfect cure on the fifty-fe- 
venth day. 


OBSERVATION VII. 


About the fame time l probed another perfon 
who was Maitre d’Hotel to a Nobleman of this 
Province. He had been troubled with carnofities 
for feven or eight years, and his urethra was 
greatly contracted from the verumontanum to the 
neck of the bladder. By the ufe of. my bougies 
for eleven days, he came to make water very plen- 
tifully; and after continuing to apply them ten or 
twelve days more, he left me in perfect health. 
This patient isvery well known to Mr. Lewes, a 
brother-practitioner, who attended him before me 
in another diforder, which fhail be mentioned in a 
future Obfervation, 


OBSERVATION IX. 


In the fame month of January, Mr. Brugyere, 
a brother-furgeon, recommended to me a young 
Lawyer, who for three years had been troubled with 
carnofities and a gonorrhea, He was cured of 
bath in eighteen days time by the ule of my bougies. 
"The patient is very well known to Mr. Broquenod, 
another brether-practitioner, who had before at- 
tended him, and to whom he made known his. 
CMe, 
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OBSERVATION (SX 


On the 20th of January, I was fent for by an 
inhabitant of this town, aged go, who for a long 
time had not been able to make water but by 
drops, His diforder was not occafioned by com- 
mon carnofities, but by a caufe which rendered 
his cafe quite fingular. “The praeputium covered 
the gland fo exadily, that I could never difcern the 
little opening thro’ which the drops of urine fell, 
‘Thefe drops ‘alone, which fell but flowly, indicated 
the part to which I was to apply the point of the 
{ciflars to widen it. Wohenthis was done,the urine 
pafled with rather lefs difficulty. It now became 
eafier to introduce a catheter inte the ure- 
thra; but I was extremely furprized to find it 
filled by the preputium which had entered it, 
. and had contra¢ted an adhefion, as well as on the 
whole furface of the gland. Five or fix days after 
T cut the preputium in order to take a view of the 
fore-part ofthe gland. ‘The execution was attend- 
ed with fome difficulty, I then probed the urethra 
with a catheter, as [ knew it was full of the mat- 
ter which adhered to the przputium. I found 
means to introduce one of my leaft bougies, and 
foon after a larger. In fhort, in about fix weeks 
I opened a paffage. In the courfe of this attend- 
ance, I took care to eat away the proud flefh 
which appeared on the furface of the gland. By 
thefe means the patient was enabled to make water - 
freely, without fearing the return of his diforder. 
Among the many witnefles of this, cure, L fhall 
name Mr. Chambon, an apothecary of this city, 
who attended the patient with me, and Mr. 
Montague, M. D. who was fent for at the moft 
critical t time of this proce(s. 
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OBSERVATION XI. 


A Gentleman of this town was attacked in the 
‘beginning of laft May, with a retention of urine, of - 
which he had before had two fits in twenty years. 
I’ was fent for in the night, as was Mr. Haguenot. 
I introduced a bougie into the urethra, in order to 
afcertain the caufe of this fuppreffion, and found fe- 
veral garnofities from the beginning to the verumon- 
-tanum. But when my bougie reached this part, I found 
a more confiderable one quite obftrudted the paflage. 
‘I then affured the patient he fhould foon have a 
‘free paflage for his urine. For this purpofe, 1 took 
another bougie, which I pufhed beyond the fwelled 
-Carnofity, and drawing i¢ cut about two minutes 
after, found it ftained by the carnofity. A flow 
-of urine prevented the introduStion of another. 

The patient foon emptied his bladder, and was. 
“perfectly eafy. Five or fix days after this, I fet 
about removing this carnofity. As the patient was 
extremely { fenfiblé-to pain, 1 prepared fome bougies 
‘particularly fuited to niscafe, “Chey were app’ ‘ied © 
for four hours and a half every morning. On the 
-eighth day he was feized with a fever which was 
foon removed. Zo conclude, on the fixteenth day, 
¢his urethra was perfectly free; and bis urine paffed 
with great eafe: I only ufed eighteen bougies to 

eure a complaint which had lated tivity fi -five 
vyyears. Mr. Haguenot was a witnefs to this cure 
and all its circumftances. 


OBSERVATION XH. 


‘On the 15th of June L-received a mefiage from 
Mir. Haguenof, defiring me to call ypon. him. At: 
-his neufe I found a perfon, whe for eight or nine 
syears -had been. troubled yeith a_gonorthea and a 

aific ulty 
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difficulty in making water. This laft complaint 
had been growing worfe ever fince he firft perceived 
it, and was now quite intolerable. He had quitted 
his employment, as no longer able to comply with 
its duties. I probed him with a bougie, and found 
he had feveral carnofities in different parts-of the 
‘urethra. He made ufe of my bougies, which 
procured acopious running. In fifteen days time 
all the carnofities on this fide of the neck of the 
‘bladder and of the proftate gland were removed, and 
-on the twenty-fifth day the bougies foundanealy paf- 
fage into the bladder. The patient difcontinued the 
‘ule of them after one month, the urethra being 
yperfedtly free, and his urine paffing very plentifully. 
Mr. Greffeuille, an old-officer, who. had a regard 
for the patient, attended the whole procefs, and 
Mr. Haguenot was prefent at the beginning and 
vend, 
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Some time laft‘fune Mr. Greffeuille fent mea 
hoemaker, who had been troubled with carnofities 
about fifteen years. The firft, fituated at the 
#fofla navicularis, was removed in four or five 
days by the help of my bougies. Inext applied 
‘them to the fecond, feated on the verumontanum, 
where it filled the diameter of the urethra, fo that 
the greateit efforts made by the patient could only 
‘bring away avery few drops ef water. On the 
‘fixth day of this procefs, hevwas feized with a vio- 
lent pain in his leins and a tenefmus, which ob~ 
liged me to drop the ufe of the bougies, and TD 
-own I was aftonifhed to find a copious fuppuration 
scome from the.urethra, fometimes mixed with a 
large quantity of flimy matter and bloody-urine, 
and fomething like mangled ‘flefh. ‘The evacua- 
tion .of thefe.different.articles lafted above (fe ays.

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However, this carnofity, which proved. more folid 
than any | had hitherto met with, was removedin 
fixteen days. It is true, 1 emp loyed only the weaker 
bougies during the whole procefs. In a word, the 
patient was only twenty-four days under my carey, 
and he left me in perfect health. Mr, Haguenot 
attended with me. 


OBSERVATION XIV. 


About eight or nine months ago, a gentleman of . 
another town in this Province did me the honour 
to confult me by letter on the confequences of fe- 
veral venereal runnings, with which he had long 
been troubled. This letter gave me fo much light 
into the cafe, that I concluded he muft have a car- 
nofity near the verumontanum, and another near 
the neck of the bladder, or the proftate gland. 
The patient having heard that I was in poffeffion: 
_ of an excellent remedy for this diforder, came to. 
Montpellier for my advice. I probed him with a 
bougie, and was foon convineed thatI had not 
been miftaken in the judgment I had formed of his 
cafe. Having applied my medicine for twenty-two 
days fucceffively, his urine pafled freely, and he 
found himfelf perfetly cured. ‘This patient was 
vilited by Mr. Haguenot.. 


OBSERVATION XV. 


Very particular reafons incline me to en 
ter into a more minute detail in this than 
in the foregoing Obfervations. The cir- 
cumftances it contains are fo many facts ad- 
vanced in the firft and fecond part of this. 
memorial, As it isof confequence to.efta-. 


blifh: 
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blifh them beyond the poffibility of a doubt, 
I thought it neceffary to take in every thing — 
that may throw any light on the fubject. 
Daily experience convinces us, that carnofi- 
ties are only to be found in certain parts 
of the urethra, while the other parts fuffer 
no alteration. The fame experience teaches 
us that carnofities become more folid or 
callous by age, by the application of leaden 
probes, by meéting with fiftulas in the pe- 
rinzum, or by along refidence in that part 
of the urethra which correfponds to the 
proftate gland. From thefe Obfervations 
the moft important inferences have been 
made towards the cure of the difeafes of the 
urethra. 

The remedy made ufe of by Mr. Daran 
and myfelf are fuperior to every thing 
hitherto difcovered. But I will own, that 
many real difficulties will occur to fuch as 
fhall endeavour to give any degree of per- 
feftion to bougies. Thofe recommended 
by Mr. Daran are, in my opinion, far from 
being perfect. “The following reflections 
will effectually fupport my opinion.

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this reafon we employ a remedy that never. 
fails. The medicine is communicated to 

the whole length of our bougies, fo that 

they muft aét equally .on the found and 

the affected parts of the urethra. This con- 

{truction of the bougies obliges us to apply 

a milder fort at firft, in order to accuftom 

the parts to their impreffion. The patient 

would not be able to bear the whole power 

of the medicine. All our precautions can. 
not in every inftance prevent the effects of 
irritation and heated urine. The too hafty 

application of ftrongly medicated bougies 

- muft give a great deal of unneceffary pain. 

T have been happy enough to difcover a 

‘preparation of bougies, by which the whole 

power of the medicine is conveyed to the af, 

fected parts, while no impreffion is made on 

the reft. The bougies thus prepared, have 

feveral advantages. 

The found parts are fecured from an irri- 
tation, which weakens the patient, and fome- | 
times obliges us to fufpend our operations. 

ITemploy the whole power of the medi- 
- cine, and direct its action to callous and 
infenfible carnofities ; whereas the commo: 
bougies require whole months preparation, 
‘before they .can be app! lied in their full 
ftrength. : 

I require lefs time than’ Mr. Daran ein- , 
ploys, to cure the moft inveterate, the moit 
callous, and the moft inacceffible carnofities, | 
I have tried my: improved bougies on many 

patients 
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patients with the greatett fuccefs. The fol- 

lowing Obfervation requires fome detail, be- 
| caule, as the cafe was attended with every 
circumftance that could retard the cure, the 
fhortnefs of the time employed to effect it, 1s 
a manifeft proof of the fuperiority of my 
bougies to thofe which have hitherto been ~ 
in ule. 


On the 2d day of September, 1746, Mr, 
Fitzgerald, profeflor of phyfic, member of the 
Royal Society of Sciences, introduced to me 
a man of this city, troubled with carnofities, ~ 
and feveral fiftulas in the perineum and _ fcro- 
tum, through which his urine paffed alternately. 
Having probed him with one of my bougies, “I. 
found it would enter no farther than the breadth 
of my fingers, that is, as far as the fofla navicularis 
only. The urine which pafled thro’ thefe fiftulas 
ftained the patient’s linnen, his bandages, and his 
breeches: his chamber was filled with the moft 
intolerable {tench of urine: the teguments of 
the penis were fo much fwelled as to hide the 
extremity of the urethra, a natural effect of the 
fharpnefs of the urine which pafled thro’ thefe 
fiftulas. His urine came from him drop by drop, 
not without great difficulty ; and he was obliged 
to carry either in his breeches, or in one of his 
a pockets, a tin chamber-pot, fo contrived that it 
might receive at the fame time the urine which 
came from the fiftulas and from the common paf- 
fage. It coft me only four days to open a pallage 
with my bougies thro’ the firft carnofity. 

The phymolis increafed, as did the fwelling 
of the teguments of the penis, owing to the heat 
of the weather, and the fharpnefs of the urine, 
which obliged us to fufpend the ufe of the bougies 
for four days. ‘To prevent a return of thefe 

| fymptoms, 
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fymptoms, I applied to the whole length of thes 
penis a liquid compounded of the modified me-- 
dicine which makes the bafis of my bougies, and 
Tinjected fome of the fame between the preeputium 
and the glans. “Phe relaxation which this liquid’ 
produced in twenty-four hours encouraged us to: 
return.to the ufe of the bougies, and to continue it. 
without.interruption. On thefixth day.we reached 
the callous carnofity which correfponded to the. 
firft fiftulas. Iho’ quite infenfible to the united 
powers of the medicine, it yielded on the tenth day. 
Tho’ the urethra of this patient was-one continued’ 
feries of czernofities, my bougies entered the blad- 

_ der on the twentieth day, the urine having fome days 

_ before ceafed to run thro’ the fiftulas. In fo fhort’ 
a time the patient was cured of all his carnofities,. 
and all their diftrefling attendants; and he now. 
made water freely, His- cure would have been 
confiderably lefs fpeedy, if I had not difcovered a 
method to apply the whole firength of the medicine ' 
to the carnofities; and to fpare the other parts as. 
they became free from thefe complaints. Mr. 
Fitzgerald attended this patient every day, and: 
has often exprefled to me his aftonifhment at fo: 
fpeedy and perfect a cure. 


This Obfervation furnifhes a. convincing 
proof, that fiftulas in the perineum may be 
cured without any particular medicine, only: 
by reftoring the urine to its-natural channel, - 
as | have afferted: in the Second Part-of my.

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OBSERVATION XVI. 


On the rsth of September, 1746, an inhabitant 
of this city, feized with a great difficulty of making 
water, fent for me, by the advice of Mr. Haguenot, 
and Mr. Laferme, profeffor of phyfic. He had a 
carnofity in that part of the urethra which corref- 
ponds to the proftate gland. He applied my bougies 
one hour out of the twenty-four during ten days, 
at the end of which his urine pafled fo freely, that 
he had no farther need of medicines. | 


OBSERVATION XVII. 


On the 13th of October,1746, Mr. ——- coming 
to Montpellier for advice for a difficulty of making 
water, an involuntary lofs of urine in the night, 
and a gonorrhea, called upon a perfon whom I had 
cured, to enquire if he might.entertain hopes of 
receiving the fame benefit. The gentleman, who 
makes the fubject of my Fifth Obfervation, under- 
took to anfwer for his cure. He cameto me: [ probed 
him with a bougie, found he had one carnofity on 
_ the verumontanum, and another near the proftate, 
gland, which ftretched itfelf towards the neck of” 
the bladder. This laft occafioned the involuntary 
Jofs of urine, by preventing, at times, the contrac- 
tion of the fphin&ter. 1 advifed the application of 
my bougies, which ftopped the involuntary lefs of 
urine the fecond night. In three days time the 
_bougies entered the bladder, and his urine pafled. 
with fo much eafe, that the patient might haye 
gone home in good health on. the tenth or twelfth 
day. However, he ftaid eighteen days with me, per- 
fectly free from all complaints, excepta running from 
the gonorrhea, which was much diminifhed. Mr. 
_ Lamure, M. D. faw him probed with a bougie the 
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firft day, and again before he left me. A cer- 
tificate of this patient’s cure will be found at the 
end of this Memorial.

«s You defire me to give an exact account of the 
condition I was in before I put myfe!f under your 
care, and of the effets of your remedies on the {e- 
veral carnofities ] had in the urethra, [am the more 
willing to comply with your requet, as by your 
afliftance I find myfelf quite free from the retention 
of urine I once laboured under, and- as well in 
every refpect as I was before I was feized with that 
lamentable diforder. Ifhould make no dificulty 
in fubfcribing my name to this letter, if | was not 
afraid of incurring the cenfure of great impropriety 
in the diiplay of vices which the manners of this 
age have rendered too common. I will then trace 
my complaint from the commencement, through 
its fucceffive progrefs, to the final cure. «| 

In 1721, 1 was attacked with a gonorrhea and a 
chordee, for which [ in vain fought relief from phyfi-

OBSERVATION I. 
On a Purulent Abfcefs in the Proftate Gland. 
A Few years agol was fent for toa patient in 


a country town, who had a purulent ga- 
thering in the proflate gland, from whence the 
fappuration fpread itfelf into he neighbourhood 
of the fundament, and to the perineum. As I 
lived at the diftance of fifteen or fixteen leagues — 
from him, it required fome time to perform “the 
journey to and fro; and on my arrival I found him 
an the moft dreadful condition, not only from the 
fuppuration about this gland, but from a. total 
fupprefion of urine. My advice was, to make 
_an immediate aperture of the parts afieCted, and 
efpteially of the proftate gland, But this could 
not be done till we could introduce, a dented

OBSERVATION I. 


Of a Retention of Urine occafioned by the Tumefaction 
of the Proflate Gland. 


Some few years ago I was fent for by an Abbé 
of rank, who lived about fix leagues from this city. ° 
He was above threefcore years old, and his com- 
plaint was a retention of urine. I went with Mr. 
Fizes to the patient’s houfe; and as foon as we 
arrived, I defired leave to probe him. .The probe 
was quite buried in the urethra: but I found an 
unfurmountable obftacle at the neck of the bladder, - 
which prevented.the flow of urine. The various 
attempts I made at different times all proved fruit- 
Jefs. Every external application, and every iater= 
nal medicine, was tried in vaih. The patient was 
attended by feveral phyficians and furgeons. Mr,  —! 
Gautier, a very able furgeon of the town of Lunel, aay 
whofe method of probing had acquired him a very 
great name, was called in, found the fame ob- 
fiructions [ had mentioned, and confequently 
could not draw any urine from the bladder. We 
immediately entered into confultation ; and being 
the firft that fpoke, I gave it as. my opinion, that - 
the obftruction was owing to a tumorofthe prow 
fate gland ; that this tumor was {chirrhous, as the :

_ Patient had long laboured under a great difficulty 


of making water; that in this retention of urine 
the {phincter of the bladder had been irritated ; 
and that this irritation had ‘added to the tumor of

‘quence of this opinion, I advifed tapping at the

perineum with Mr, Foubert’s infrument. Un- - 


luckily.for the patient, my opinion and advice were 


rejected by the reft of the phyficians and furgeons. - 


No other method of cure was propofed, and the 
Abbé died two days after.

Of @ Retention of Urine occafioned by a Tumor on the 
Proftate Gland. 


A Few years ago I was called in by a gentleman 
of this city, where I found Mr. Fizes, Profeffor 


of Phylic in the Univerfity, and Mr. Serres, a | 


brother-furgeon. _ The patient’s diforder was a re- 
tention of urine, which was fo obftinate, that the 
probe, tho’ advanced far into the urethra, brought 
away nourine. The blood, which got into the 
holes of the probe, foon coagulated, and prevented 
the fow of urine, To obviate this inconve- 
nience, I put as much butter as I could force into 
the holes of the probe ; and having carried it into 
‘the bladder, the butter foon melted, the urine 
paffed, and the patient enjoyed fome moments 
eafe. But other fymptoms {upervening, he died a 
few days after. . EHS : | 

‘The parts affected being opened, we found the 
proftate gland confiderably fwelled, and of a car- 
tilaginous confiitence. The introduction of butter, 
or any other greafy fubftance into the openings 


gf the probe muft be of great ufe, as often as the —

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tube of the urethra is in a phlogittic ftate, and the 


little veffels Open at the approach of the probe, 
and empty as much blood as will fill the diameter, 
and ftop the paflage of the urine. We may eafily. 
conceive that butter or any greafy fubftance forced 
into the apertures of the probe, affords us time to 
carry it into the bladder, where it is-melted by the 
warmth of that membranous part, and leaves a 
free paflage to the urine. ‘This difcovery, which 
is not my own, has been of great fervice to me on 
feveral occafions.

Communicated by Mr. Gautier, a Surgeon of Aix 
in Provence, on a Retention of Urine occafioned 


by a Swelling on the Profiate Gland. 


A Prebendary of St. Victor, at Marfeilles, aged 
about 65, laboured under a retention of urine, 
eccafioned by a ftrangulation of the neck of the 
bladder, and a {welling on the proftate gland; a 
diforder generally fatal to patients of his age. “The 


~ famous Mr. Daran, and his fucceffor, Mr. Jourdan, 


applied their bougies without fuccefs ; they only 
feemed to aggravate the difeafe. ‘Tired at length 
with thefe feveral experiments, which only added 
to his fufferings, the patient took the refolution 
to go to Aix, and put himfelf under the care of — 
Mr. Maille, an able furgeon there, who having 

taken pains to afcertain the diforder, made ufe at 

the common medicines and Mr. Goulard’s bougies, — 
which in three months time made a perfect cure. ~

i OF an Inpofibume on ibe Praftate Gland, and aTn- 


mour on the Perineum. 


Some few years ago I was fent for with Mr, 
Haguenot, Confultor and Profeffor of Phyfic, to 
a gentleman of rank in this city, who had a tumour 
on the perinzeum of the fizeof anut. All our en 
deavours to check the growth of this tumour proved 
fruitlefs. The patient underwent a racking tor- 
ture as often as he voided a few drops of urine. 
Mr. Fizes, Profefior of Phyfic, and Mr. Bour- 
quenod, a brother-furgeon, were called in. As 
the tumour had encreafed prodigioufly along the 
perinzeum and fcrotum, it was propofed to perform 
the operation ; but it was apprehended by fome, 
that an obftacle we met with at the verumontanum 
would render this operation quite impoffible. 
‘Having placed the patient in a proper pofture, 
l attempted to introduce a crooked, indented cathe- 
ter into the urethra, as is practifed for the ftone: 
but finding that its curve figure prevented its en-~ 
trance, I ftraightened it a little with my hand; or, 
‘to fpeak more properly, I diminifhed the curve, and 
then carried it to what point I would. I cut 
away all the outfide of the perineum, with fome 
part of the fcrotum, when a confiderable- quan 
tity of matter, mixed with urine, came away. I 
carried the lithotome through the indented parts of 
the catheter, and opened the urethra and proftate 
gland as far as the neck of the bladder, when the 
_ patient found himfelf much relieved; and the 
wound having been regularly drefled for four or 
five weeks, he was perfeétly cured. The next 
year he had fuch another {welling in the fame 
part. I again performed the fame operation; and 
having drefled his wound accorditg to art, he 
was cured in the fame time as before, 

Feet He “See aes The 
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The next year the fame patient had, for a third‘ 
time, the like tumour, and Beas went the fame 
operation ; and we were willing to entertain hopes, 
that the fame procefs would again be attended with 
_ the fame happy fuccefs. But as the patient did 
‘not make'water without the greateft difficulty, I 
‘ thruft my finger, moiftened with oil, into, the anus, 

and founda great {we:ling and an impofthume on 
the proftate gland. ‘The fuppuration had <fpread 
“isfelf towards the bladder, a fever came on, and

- de Moutfteron, a ferjeant in the regiment of 
“Nice, was ‘admitted into the Royal Venereal Hof-

‘the urethra. “He told us he. had been, a patient in 
the hofpital of “Toulon; ‘without receiving the 
leaft benefit. Before he was taken into our hof- 
pital, he had been guilty. of fomany debaucheries, 
that, in.a few days after his admiflion, he fell ill 
“of a’putrid fever, which threatened him with the 
‘moit! fatalconfequenices. However, a judicious 
‘practice removed this complaint. During his re- 
covery, he was often’ feized with a retention of 
urine, of whichthe was .as often cured by my di- 
rections, “But on the 15th of March he was at- - 
tacked fo violently, that the remedies [had formerly 
-prefcribed drew nourine from him. As the cafeap- _ 
' ‘peared-alhmioft defperate, we agreed to tap the pa-— 
tient at thé perinzeum with Mr. Foubert’s’ trochar. 
‘This operation: brought away-a large quantity of 
-urine and thick flimy matter thro’ the canula, I 
left the canula in the opening fecured with proper 
-bandages, but was obliged to take it out three 
‘days after, as the urine had now left this channel, 
and paffed thro’ the urethra.

~~voided his urine both thro’ the wound, where he had 
been tapped, and thro’ the..urethra, during more 
than a fortnight. A quantity of pus and urine 
was lodged on the perineum, and was let out. 
We applied bougies, and in about two months and 
a half every incifion we had made was perfectly 
healed, and his urine pafled pretty freely. Thus 
the operation of the puncture, and medicines for 
removing the obftructions of the urethra, had fuc- 
ceeded to. our wifhes.; the patient found himfelf 
well, and would certainly have continued fo, if 
he had not privately indulged himfelf in fome-ex- 
_.cefles of diet, which brought on fo obftinate a 
- diarrhea, as. baffled all the art of phyfic, and put 
a final period to his life.on the 22d of Auguft, 
1758, that is to fay, about five months and a few 
days after he had undergone the operation. 


OBSERVATION IL. 


A gentleman. of this province had, for. above 
thirty years, been troubled with carnofities in the 
urethra, which had been rendered fupportable only 
by the ufe of leaden ey, He did me the ho- 
nour to confult me inthe year 1754. After having 
confidered bis cafe with uncommon attention, [ 
told him I fhould be forry to hear any thing had 
happened to him, but fhould not be furprifed. 
However, he returned home to his houfe in the 
country, without doing any thing for his diforder. 
In the month of January, 1755, he was feized 
with a retention of urine, which lafted nine days, 

without being able to procure any help, as the bad 
weather, and a great fall of {now, rendered the 

roads impaffable. His body was fwelled as if he had 

a dropfy.. On the tenth day his urine pafied drop 

by drop, without a poffibility of holding it for a 

moment, ‘This lofs of the retentive, faculty being 

i i at 
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at length removed, the patient had his old com- 


plaints ; and when the weather grew fine, he came. 
to be cured by the ufe of my bougies. After ap- 


plying them for fix or feven weeks, his urine flowed 

freely ; but he was fubje&t to a very fingular cir- 
cumftance: the tube of the urethra became: di- 
lated from the verumontanum quite to the neck 
wof the bladder; fo that, as often as he made water, 
he was obliged to touch the part dilated with his 
finger, to direct the courfe of the urine into the 
other part of the tube, when it pafled without the 
Jeaft obfiruction *. I recommended the ufe of my 
bougies from time to time. But the patient neg- 
leting to follow my advice, was again troubled 
with a difficulty in making water. He returned to 
‘Montpellier in the fpring of 1757, refumed the 
ufe of my bougies, and at prefent finds his urine 
pals freely. .

Mr. Louis, obferves in a Memoir printed 
in the third volume of the Academy of Sur- 
gery, that urinary calculi are often formed 
in the cellular fubftance of. the perizanum, 
in confequence of the great operation for the 
ftone. His reafonis, that in the prefent me- 
thod the fkin of the perineum is ftretched 
and drawn towards the os pubis by the 
prop which fupports the fcrotum.

A NTONY Le Large, commonly. called Vic= 
tory, a foldier in the regiment of Penthievre, » 
and deGiverfac’s Company, had a fall in the guard= 
houfe as he was riling to-relieve the fentry. He 
fell againft a table which ftood before his bed with 
- fuch violence, that he felt a pain about his navel and 
bladder, which he compared to the cut of a razor. 
However, he mounted guard ; and about: am hour’ 
after, going to make water, he found his urine infuf- 
ferably hot. It continued to be bloody for five or fix. 
days. Thefe fymptoms were accompanied with in- 
voluntary lofs-of urine, which continued three years: 
and five months. During the firft fix months, he 
was tolerably. eafy, and never loft his urine but in» 
thenight-time.. In the courfe of the firft year, when: 
“he made water, he felt fuch itchings and pains in. 
the penis and glans-.as-he could fcarce bear. In. 
this condition, the patient attended the regiment. 
in all its‘marches and campaigns. His diforder now: 
became quite infupportable,. and he was fent.to dif— 
ferent hofpitals at Phaltfbourg, Marfa], and Taraf- 
con, in Proyence, without receiving the leaft be= 
nefitin any of them. At length he was admitted. 
into the hofpital of St. Eloi, in this: city, in the 
month.of January, rhc where they did not.think.

_ Thefe Obfervations on the involuntary lofs 
of urine muft appear fufficient to eftablifh a 
method of practice in thefe diforders, which 
have hitherto been deemed incurable. The 
following was the method I purfued in thefe 
cafes. 

When the involuntary lofs of urine is oc- 
cafioned by an ulcer on the fphinéter of the 
bladder, or by a relaxation of ir, I direct the 
patient co make ufe of the extract of Saturn 
yaternal'y.

IN the year 75%, I gave the receipt for 
making my Bougies to the Royal Academy of 
Surgery. Soon after my return to Montpellier, 
_ Mr. de la Martiniere, Firft Surgeon to bis 
Majefty, afked me for a particular detail of 
the compofition of thems in confequence of 
which I wrote him the following letter. 


SIR, 


IT is true, that the account I fent you 
concerning the ufe of my bougies was rather 
_-circum{cribed, and not fufficiently explicit 

for the ufe of the Faculty in general. 
_ I will therefore here endeavour to follow 

your orders, which are always as reafonable 
as they are advantageous to the chirurgical 
profeffion. Give me leave to offer you this 
letter as a memoir by which the ufe of my 
remedy and its compofition will be made 
public. 

That which I publifhed at Montpellier, 
in 1746, fufficiently treats of the diforders 
of the urethra, of the remedy for them, and 


_, of its effects. After having given the Com- 


_ miffioners named by the Royal Society the 
compofition of my remedy, whofe good ef-

Compofition Boh a ‘Liquor proper fo defiroy Cars 


nofities, commonly called the Extract of 
SATURN, . 


: [ ‘Here are no practitioners, however little 
verfed in the ufe of bougies, but are fen- 


fible that excrefcencies, known by the name 


of carnofities, have generally their feat either 
in the foffa navicularis, verumontanum, or 
in the region of the canal of the urethra, 
which an{wers to the proftate gland. Some- 
times one only of thefe parts is affected, 
fometimes two, and at other times all three-: 
in thefe laft circumftances the carnofity fitu- 
ated near the proftate gland is more obitinate 


to cure, and the ioiaber of them can be afcer- 


tained only by the introduction of a bougie. 
It is generally ftopped by the firft carnofity 
it meets: when that is HeIOVE you pais

to the fecond, and then to the third. One 


is frequently in the beginning unacquainted 
with the number and fituation of them. The 
following is the compofition of the remedy 
proper to diffolve them:

lirfi Species of Bougie, or Medicated Candles. 


To every pound of melted wax put half 


an ounce of extraét of Saturn, taking care to 


ftir it the whole time with a wooden {patula ; 
after it is well incorporated, take the veffel 


from the fire, and dip into the compofition, 
- Jinen of about nine inches in circumference, 


and about two feet and a half long, which 
muft be as fine as muflin, Yawn, or Hol- 
land. To dip thefe cloths, a perfon holds 


them, one after the other, with his two 


thumbs and fore- fingers at one end, and 
plunges the reft into the veffel; another 
prefles it down with a fpatula, that it may 
be all covered equally. When that is fufi-~ 
ciently done, the perfon that held it by 
the two extiemities lifts it up by degrees, 


—detting the matter drain off gradually into 


the vee}: when that is nearly done, an al= 
fiftant lays hold of the bottom corners, and 
ae. iks, 
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lifts them up, in order to wet the upper part 
of the cloth, which would not be the cafe. 
otherwife, Sometimes it is neceffary to re- 
peat this operation frequently, which depends 
on the degree of heat of the matter, which © 
_ does not ftick fo faft to the cloth when very 
hot. You mult proceed in this manner with 
the reft of the cloth, taking care that 
the matter is neither too hot nor too 


cold. Thefe pieces of cloth you muft cut. — 


into oblique ftrips, fo that the extremity of 
the bougie,. which pufhes it into the canal 
of the urethra, may be larger than what is- 
to be introduced: thefe ftrips muft be very 
artfully rolled between the fingers, and then” 
between two pieces of marble. Thus they 
will acquire a degree of confiftency effential 
for the ufe they are to be put to. It is im- 
poffible to determine exactly the thicknefs 
and length of the bougies; they are gene- | 
rally nine inches long: were they. fhorter, , 
they would be often of no ufe to remove 
obftructions near the neck of the bladder.. 
It is advifeable to have them of different 
fizes, according to the dimenfions of the 
urethra. ‘The fame may be faid of their 
thicknefs, which ought to be adapted’ to 
the natural fize of the urethra, as they are- 
intended to convey the medicine to the af~ 
‘ fected part, which is to act upon the car-- 
nofities, and other obfiructions of this tube..

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Second Species of Bougie. 


i The firtt fpecies of bougie, of which I 
have juft now fpoken, is fufficient to deftroy - 
common carnofities ; but when they are of

Third sips of Bougie. 


The treatment of carnofities accompa- 
nied with a fiftula in perinzo, and old and 
callous fcars, ought to be the fame as the 
foregoing, The cure of thefe fiftulas de- 
pends entirely on the removing {wellings and 
 obftruétions of the urethra. A tumetaction 
of the glands of the urethra is generally 
- caufed by fome remains of a venereal taint, 
or violent gleets, brought on by ulcers of 


this part. They obftruct the paffage of the 


urine by contracting the urinary duct; to 
_ which likewife may ‘be added. the too great 
_diftenfion and tumefaction of the veflels of 
the interidr membrane of this canal, which 
eenerally happens in the point between the 
verumontanum and the neck of the bladder.

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‘ginning of the treatment to give them eale, 
by compofing a fimple bougie, which by 
degrees accaftoms the canal of theurethra 
to more powerful ones. ) 

Take fix pounds of virgin wax, add half 
a pound of frefh mutton or goat’s fat; melt 
the whole tegether ; add halt a pound of the 
beft oil of fweet almonds, extracted without 
fire; ftir the whole with a wooden fpatula, 
till it is thoroughly incorporated ; dip linen 
therein as above directed. 

Befides, thefe fimple bougies may be ad- 
vantageoufly ufed to preferve the canal of 
the urethra from any irritation, which might 
be brought on by the more powerful ones, 
by dipping the ends of them in the fame | 
manner as the fecond fpecies I mentioned 

- above. There is likewife another method « 
to preferve the canal from irritation, or to 
give eafe to the patient in cafe it has already 
taken place, which is, to lay afide properly 
the ufe of every fort of bougie for one, two, 
or three days. 

The canal of the urethra is fometimes 
hard and callous for a certain fpace, which 
fometimes proceeds from the complaint be- 
ing of a long ftanding, or from the ufe of 
a leaden canula, or other applications, which 
have no other merit than that of comprel- 

fion: in thefe cafes, you muft make ule of 
the moft powerful fpecies of bougies, and 
inftead of half an ounce of the extract of - 
Saturn to a pound of wax, put an ounce; 
ae the 
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the quantity of this extract adds te, or de: 
ducts from, the virtue of the bougies, -and 
modifies them according to the judgment of 

the practitioner. I am not ignorant, that 

_ plaifters, ointments, and drugs of different 
colours are often added to the compofition 
of the moft celebrated bougies ; but thefe in- 
eredients only help to irritate and to puzzle 
fuch as want to difcover the compofition of 
them: the fame may be faid of fuppurative 
ones, made ufe of to deltroy carnofities; 
which fhould be laid alide ; a medicine which 

has different effects fhould be preferred; the 
chief of which is brought about by the fine 
parts of the litharge, which feparating itfelf 
from the wax when the bougie is warm, pe- 
netrates the fubftance of the carnofity, and 
divides the ftagnated liquors therein: the 
acidity of the vinegar, avgmented by the 
ebullition with the litharge, contracts and 
forces by degrees the carnofity, and {queezes 

out the liquor, divided by the particles of 
the litharge. Thus we arrive at healing the 
complaints, and removing the obftructions 

of the canal, not by fuppuration, which we 
fhould endeavour to avoid, by leaving out 

of the compofition every ingredient which 

might promote one. 
When we have cleared the canal of thefe 
obftructions, and got a free difcharge of 
.* urine, we muft endeavour to perpetuate the 
cure. Sometimes the excrefcencies, by not 
having been fufficiently deftroyed, {well 
Mei : te) tee tlceliaee 
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afrefh, and bring on the firft complaint : 
this is not without an example. The beft 
method to prevent a relapfe, is to recom- 
mend to the patient the ufe of the bougies 
for a’certain time, over and above that 
which is recommended for the treatment : 
by this method all the remains will be car- 
ried off. 

A tumour of the proftate gland is one of 
the moft critical and dangerous complaints 
of the urethra; the cure generally depends 
on the vifcous ftate of the liquor contained 
inthe veffels of this gland. If it isfchirrhous, 
the cure cannot be performed .by bougies, 
efpecially when the caufe is not venereal, 
which is fometimes the cafe; but when the 
Jevan is of a malignant nature, general and 
partial frictions may change the ftate of 
this gland, which the bougies may con- 
tribute to bring about, particularly before 
the gland has acquired a fufficient degree of 
-hardnefs. Before we begin the ufe of 
bougies, you muft be well acquainted with 
the ftate of this gland, which may be done 
by introducing one or two fingers wetted 
with oil into the fundament, which you 
muft direét near the neck of the bladder, 
where this gland is fituated. 

Habitual gonorrheas have been looked 
upon as ftumbling-blocks to furgeons. 
They are occafioned either by a relaxation © 
or corrofion of the excretory veffels of the 

glands of the urethra, feldom or ever by ul- 
ha . | cers 
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cers of this part; but in either cafe, the ufe 


of my bougies is the fame, as they are en- 


_ dowed with the fingular virtue of difperfing 


Jwellings of the veffels, of re-eftablifhing 
their tone, and of confolidating ulcers, if 
any are found: but nevertheleis it muft be 
here remarked, that gonorrheas caufed by 
a corrofion of the excretory veficls, are 
much more difficult to fubdue. For thefe 
complaints you muft make ufe of the firf 
and third fpecies of bougie, which you. 
muft continue the ufe of till the running is 
ftopped. : : : 
~You have above feen many remarks on 
the diforders of the urethra, which you had 
before read in part, in a book I had pub- 
lifhed before on that fubject. I was obliged 


to repeat fome of them; which I did the 


more willingly, as many authors who have 
written fince. myfelf on the fubject, one in 
1748, and the other in 1750, have done 
me the honor even to adopt my very ex- 


preffions on the fubjeét. True it is, that 


they never once quoted me in their work ; 
which I fuppofe was owing to their having 
forgot what they had read in my book, 
printed in 1746, or to their having thought 
exactly with me on the fubject. __ 

By carrying in your pocket a little bottle 
of the extract of Saturn, you will be fure 


of having the moft valuable remedy known 


againft contufions, bruifes, inflammations, 


{prains, &c. On thefe occafions you have no- —

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thing to do, but to throw fome of this ex- 
tract into common water, and cover the 
part with comprefies wetted therein. But 
you muft be particularly attentive to the 
ftate of the part affected, becaufe the more © 
painful it 1s, the lels of the extract muft be 
made ufe of. 

I generally throw a few. drops of cam- 
phorated brandy into a glafs of common 
water, firft impregnated. with the extract 
of Saturn, which is the moft fovereign re- 
medy againft inflammations of the eyes, and 


~ accidental deafnefs. 


This vegeto-mineral liquor, made with the 
extract of Saturn and common waiter, or 
with that which is prepared with the refi- 
duum, may be very advantageoufly ufed 
in phymofes accompanied with inveterate 
chancres ; which you mutt bathe for an hour 


in the morning, and as long at night, and 


then drefs them in the following manner. _ 
Take ten ounces of butter or freth fuet 
which you muft wath for fome time with the 


_vegeto-mineral water, made rather ftronger 


than ufual. Then prepare fome fine lint, 


_ of a proper fhape and fize for the purpofe, 


which you muft cover with this cerate, and 
introduce between the gland and prepuce, 
which you muft cover well up with com- 
prefies dipped in the liquor: by this method 
I have cured many patients in the Royal 


_ Hofpital at Montpellier without any ope- 
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ration, who before were feldom or ever ex- 
empt from it. I fhall give fome obfervations 
on this head, as foon as I can find time 
from my hurry of bufinefs. | 
_ This vegeto-mineral water made very 
weak, is the moft fovereign injection known 
for an inveterate gonorrhea: it caufes no © 
irritation ; it cleanfes the ulcers in pro-— 
moting the elafticity of the veffels: but you 
muft make ufe of injections in this com- 
plaine with very great caution; for as long 
as the running is attended with a urinary — 
heat, and a pain which is felt more or lefs — 
in the urethra, the injections fhould either be 
differed, or extremely modified: you may 
add to their ftrength, as the violent fymp- 
toms difappear. 

I have found on many occafions this li- 
quor to bean excellent anti-venereal remedy, 
when applied to cutaneous eruptions arifing 
from the above caufes: it is very fuccefs- 
ful in putting a ftop to malignant and in- 
veterate chancres, which have baffied all 
other applications. This liquor taken inter- , 
nally, is very falutary againft incontinencies _
